NEW DEAL FOR HOUSING 


R. MACMILLAN’S decision to suspend the housing 

licensing system to permit any private individual to 

erect for his own occupation a house of up to 1,000 sq. ft., 

and furthermore to allow builders to develop schemes of up 

to 12 houses at a time for disposal as they will, is welcomed 

as a courageous and wise step calculated to increase the flow 
of small houses and to reduce their cost. 

We reprint elsewhere in this issue the full text of the 
Circular No. 93/52 which gives the outline of the proposals 
and also a report of the debate in the Commons which fills 
in some of the gaps in a statement which, perhaps at this 
stage intentionally, is in places a little vague. Be that as may, 
the intention is perfectly clear and equally praiseworthy : 
to give for the first time since the outbreak of war the oppor- 
tunity to the private home owner to build and own his house, 
to relieve the national exchequer and the rates by each house 
so built of a subsidy equal over 60 years to £2,136; and, by 
encouraging house builders to develop on a larger scale, to 
set the stage for a reduction in cost of erection. If proof of 
this latter point be needed, it will be found in the fact that 
where builders have been putting up houses on block licences 
over the past twelve months, costs have already sharply 
dropped. 

Criticism of the new concession, other than purely political, 
has largely centred on what at first sight seems to be a limitation 
of schemes of private development to 12 houses. It has been 
pointed out, and rightly so, by the chairman of the Building 
Societies’ Association that no large economies can be made on 
such schemes which, by comparison with prewar developments, 
are small scale ifideed. Study of the Circular referred to above 
shows, however, that 12 houses are a minimum tkat may be 
claimed ; “applications on the prescribed form . . . from a 


builder to build more than 12 houses of whatever superficial 
area up to 1,500 sq. ft. should continue to be encouraged ”’ 
states the Circular, which adds: ‘‘ They should be considered 
on their merits and in the order in which they are received. 
...” The intention of this is perfectly plain ; where there is 
a demand for larger schemes and local resources of labour 
permit them, it is the Minister’s wish that such additional 


licences be granted. A monthly summary of licences issued 
will enable the Principal Regional Officers of the Ministry to 
ensure that no district is overloaded. 


Little~has so far been said about materials supplies, particu- 
larly timber. Houses erected under the new provisions will 
get an amount of timber comparable to that used by the local 
authority on its own schemes, i.e., at the rate of 1.6 standards 
for a 1,000 sq. ft. house. If this scheme results, as all will 
hope, in a larger number of dwellings being erected annually, 
some increase in timber imports must be anticipated. More 
bricks and cement will also be needed, and this will mean 
additional labour and coal in these industries. ‘These matters 
require elucidation from the Ministers concerned. 


Two further points call for comment. The first is the 
possible restrictive effect of the New Streets Act which came 
into force in October, 1951, and which—by requiring that in 
urban areas no new house or building may be erected in a 
private stteet until an estimate has been made of the probable 
future liability to road charges and that amount has been 
either paid or secured to the satisfaction of the local authority 
by the owner or previous owner of the land—may deter some 
private individuals from building. We understand that the 
Ministry of Housing is now considering the effect of this Act, 
and that an early statement may be expected. Meanwhile 
intending developers should know that exemption from the 
Act can, in certain cases, be claimed under Section 1, sub- 
Section 3, and that local authorities have power to accept 
security for the road charges instead of requiring a deposit. 


The second point relates to amenity—amenity of housing 
layout and elevational design. Local authorities have power 
under the Town Planning Act, 1947 to control these matters, 
and they must use them. But the dividing line between 
what is passable design and what is bad is thin, and for that 
reason we do very much hope that builders will work closely 
with architects in planning their schemes ; such collaboration 
pays in every way, as the leading house-building firms well 
know. Voluntary subscription to this principle, as also to the 
constructional standards of the National Housebuilders Regis- 
tration Council (which we are glad to see advocated in Circular 
93/52 by the Minister of Housing), should go far towards 
ensuring that the new housing developments be not only 
speedy but comely.

CORONATION DECORATIONS 


HE Queen has been invited to attend a 
luncheon at Guildhall on June 12 in 
connection with the Coronation celebra- 
tions, and the City Corporation has 
arranged for the streets on the route she 
will follow to be decorated to designs 
prepared by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, 
O.M., R.A. Generally, the street decora- 
tions will be in the City colours of red and 
white, with a certain amount of blue. 
These will be erected at Temple Bar, 
where the Bar will be separately treated, 
along Fleet Street, St. Paul’s Churchyard, 
Cheapside, and King Street to Guildhall. 
The return route is not yet fixed, but it will 
be decorated. 

Two types of decoration have been 
devised, one for places where there are 
buildings on either side of the street, 
enabling a hanging feature to be suspended 
over the roadway, and the other for war- 
damaged areas where there are no build- 
ings. The hanging units incorporate a 
design based on the City flag with its red 
cross of St. George on a white ground. 
These centrally hung flags will be sur- 
mounted by a crown and scrolls carrying 
inscriptions. On either side of this feature 
will be long banners, or pennants, and 
from the top of the unit white garlands will 
descend in festoons to the buildings on 
either side. Placed at intervals of from 
40 to 70 yards, these centrally hung units 
will create the effect of a series of triumphal 
arches. From St. Paul’s Cathedral to 
Guildhall, shields bearing the Arms of the 
City companies will be attached to build-. 
ings at first-floor level, acting as clasps 
for the garlands suspended from the centre. 

For the war-damaged areas the second 
type of decoration will consist of a series of 
poles with pennants embodying the Union 
Jack. Special schemes have been devised 
for the decoration of Ludgate Circus and 
the space in front of St. Paul’s, as well as 
for Temple Bar. In addition, it is 
proposed to floodlight important buildings. 
Expenditure is estimated at approximately 
£35,000. 


CORONATION CELEBRATIONS 


A cIRCULAR has been sent by Mr. 
Harold Macmillan, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, to all local 
authorities in England and Wales inform- 
ing them that he has given a general 
sanction to their “‘ reasonable expenses ” 
in connection with any of their local 
Coronation celebrations. The circular 
also gives advice on many other aspects 
of local celebration. 


CALL FOR GATWICK INQUIRY 


SURREY CouNTY CoUNCIL on 
December 17 sent a formal request to the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation for a public 
local inquiry into the proposed develop- 
ment of Gatwick Airport. The council 
says that the inquiry should be under 
an independent chairman and not limited 
in its scope. “Any inquiry at which, in 
the words of the Minister in the House, 
‘it would not be open . . . for people 
to suggest that there is no need for an 
aerodrome at all or that it should be in 
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another part of the country,’ would be 
largely pointless.” The fundamental 
question at issue was whether there was 
to be a major airport at Gatwick at all. 


R.S.A. JOURNAL’S CENTENARY 


THE GREATER PART of the Centenary 
issue of the Journal of the Royal Society 
of Arts is, appropriately enough, devoted 
to the Inaugural Address of the 199th 
Session of the Society given by Mr. E. 
Munro Runtz, F.R.I.C.S., on November 5, 
when he traced the history of the Journal 
throughout the last hundred years, and 
extracts from some of the past 100 
volumes. The extracts are enlivened by 
a number of drawings taken from earlier 
issues; these include pictures of the 
Beaumont compressed-air locomotive 
drawing a tram (1881), Edison’s improved 
phonograph (1883), an early electric 
radiator (1895), and a “‘living’’ model of the 
Forth Bridge (1889), in which three 
men, with the aid of sticks and brick 
weights, illustrate the principles of that 
famous structure. Equally diverting are 
reproductions of some of the earlier adver- 
tisements. 


As can be seen from a study of the 
extracts, the volumes of the Society’s 
Journal provide a unique record in print 
of many fields of human activity in a 
century of unexampled inventive progress, 
and future historians will doubtless find 
much of value in their pages. The Royal 
Society itself will celebrate its bicentenary 
in 1954.

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COST OF BUILDING 


RIBA To Lead Review of 
Contracting Arrangements 


(CORRESPONDENCE made public last 

week-end shows that the Royal 
Institute of British Architects is, in the 
words of the Minister of Works, “ pre. 
pared to take the lead with the other 
organisations representing the industry,” 
in promoting measures to reduce costs and 
review contracting arrangements. The 
text of the correspondence is : 


FROM THE MINISTER OF WORKS 


Lambeth Bridge House, 
London, S.E.1. 


December 5, 1952. 
My Dear PRESIDENT, 


As you are aware, during the past months 
there has been a marked improvement in the 
output of building. Nevertheless there is 
widespread concern about the level of building 
costs; and there has recently been criticism 
of the contracting methods employed by the 
industry and apprehension about the existence 
of restrictive practices. 

It seems to me that these circumstances 
constitute at once a challenge and an oppor- 
tunity. In my view the time has come for 
the industry itself, under the leadership of 
the Architects, to take more active steps to 
reduce costs and review contracting arrange- 
ments. With the assurance of plenty of work 
to come, there is every reason for developing 
contracting arrangements which on the one 
hand will encourage the proper pre-planning 
and organisation of the work, and on the other 
will ensure a proper measure of healthy 
competition. 

You have indicated to me that the Royal 
Institute of British Architects is prepared to 
take the lead with the other organisations 
representing the industry in promoting meas- 
ures directed towards these ends. In this 
connection I understand that consideration 
will be given to the views and experience of 
Government contracting Departments. and of 
local authorities who are directly interested 
in a great deal of the work of the building 
industry. I am. therefore writing to assure 
you of the warm encouragement and support 
of Her Majesty’s Government in the steps 
you are taking. You may also be assured 
that my own good offices and those of the 
Ministry under my control will be at your 
service.

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HOUSING BY PRIVATE ENTERPRISE 


Ministry’s Concessions to Individual Persons and to House Builders 


OLLOWING his announcement in 
the House of Commons on December 
16 (reported in The Builder of 
December 19) the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government has issued to all 
housing authorities in England, a Circular 
(93/52) in which are outlined the details 
of the concession bx which every private 
individual who so wishes is entitled to 
obtain a licence to build a house of up to 
1,000 sq. ft. area, and by which a builder 
is entitled to obtain licences for a scheme 
of up to 12 houses. This concession will 
operate from January 1 next. The full 
text of the Circular and Appendix is as 
follows :— 


HOUSES TO BE BUILT UNDER 
LICENCE 


The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government reminds local authorities 
that in Circulars 73/51 and 70/52 he 
defined two of the main objectives of 
housing policy as being :— 

(1) the maintenance of an adequate 
supply of houses available for letting 
to families in need of a house; and 

(2) the encouragement of house owner- 
ship for those who wish to acquire 
their own houses. 

Both these Circulars related to the current 
year, and the first of them stated that 
arrangements for 1953 would be reviewed 
in the light of experience of the first year’s 
working of the Government’s policy. 

The number of houses and flats com- 
pleted in 1952 in England and Wales seems 
likely to reach a total of over 205,000— 
175,000 for letting and 30,000 for owner 
occupation. The number under con- 
struction at the end of the year will 
probably be of the order of 237,000— 
202,000 for letting and 35,000 for owner 
occupation. 

The Government have therefore decided 
that, in 1953, private enterprise can be 
given the opportunity to make a bigger 
contribution to the expanding national 
housing effort than has been practicable 
up to the present, without risk to the 
continuance of the programme of houses 
for letting. 

Licences for houses up to 1,000 sq. ft.: 
The Minister has decided that, from 
January 1, 1953, a licence to build— 
subject to planning and byelaw consents 
and the conditions specified in the 
Appendix to this Circular—should be 
issued without question on application on 
the prescribed form CL1136B to 

(i) any person who wishes to build or 
have built a house of not more than 
1,000 sq. ft. ; and 

(ii) any builder who wishes to build up 
to 12 houses of not more than 
1,000 sq. ft. 

He therefore requests the local authorities, 
who in this matter are the agents for the 
Government, to issue licences accordingly. 

Licences for Houses of between 1,000 
and 1,500 sq. ft.: Applications on the 
prescribed form for a licence to build a 
house between 1,000 and 1,500 sq. ft., or 
from a builder to build more than 12 
houses of whatever superficial area up to 


1,500 sq. ft., should continue to be 
encouraged. ‘They should be considered 
on their merits and in the order in 
which. they are received. The local 
authority should give consideration to 
all the circumstances, including the 
locality of the site on which the house or 
houses are proposed to be built and any 
restrictive covenant attached to it. 

Commencing with January, 1953, local 
authorities should furnish to the Principal 
Regional Officer immediately after the 
end of each month a return in the following 
form :— 

(1) Total number of licences issued 
during the month under para. 4 
above (less any of these which have 
been withdrawn). 

(2) Total number of licences issued 
during the month under para. 5 
above (less any of these which have 
been withdrawn). 

It will then be possible for the Principal 
Regienal Officer to judge whether any 
action should be taken to retard or 
accelerate the flow, having regard to the 
general housing programme. 

Conditions governing the issue of Licences 
and other considerations: The conditions 
under which both kinds of licences will 
be issued and some other considerations 
to be taken into account are set out in 
the Appendix to this Circular. The 
Appendix to Circular 73/51 should be 
regarded as cancelled as from January 1 


next. 
APPENDIX 


(1) Houses may be built for letting or for 
sale. 

(2) Licences will continue to be issued by 
the local authority in whose area the house 
is to be erected. 

(3) The plans and outline specification 
should be approved by the local authority. 
The general specification and the amount of 
supervision exercised should be equivalent to 
those laid down in the scheme operated by 
the National Housebuilders Registration 
Council (82, New Cavendish-street, London, 


.8.) 

(4) Superficial areas should be measured 
in accordance with the Notes on the Form of 
Application for a licence. 

(5) The use of scarce materials should not 
be permitted to a greater extent, size for size, 
than in the local authority’s own houses. 
The plans and specifications should be 
examined to ensure that the recommended 
economies of softwood timber are being made. 
The amount of softwood authorised for the 
house should be settled with due regard to the 
alternatives specified, e.g., metal windows and 
hardwood floors. When the building licence 
is issued the recipient should be warned that 
in his own interest he should await the 
receipt of the timber licence from the Depart- 
ment before starting the work. - 

The local authority should check the super- 
ficial floor area and state it on the licence for 
the information of the timber licensing 
authority. 

The use of more expensive substitutes, 
finishes and fittings than those generally used 
in the local authority’s houses is an advantage, 
and should not be discouraged or questioned 
in the assessment of total cost (see paragraph 9 
below). 

(6) Applicants for licences should be ready 
to start building within a reasonable period. 
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“* How nice for you, dear boy, 
to be able to build a house 
again exactly as you want it !” 











Where it still appears on the form of licence, 
the condition that construction should be 
started within two months should be deleted. 

(7) Arrangements may continue to be made 
between local authorities for the transfer of 
licences for houses in excess of 1,000 super- 
ficial feet. 

(8) Licences should be issued to the 
building owner, subject to a limit of building 
cost and to a condition prescribing the 
maximum selling price and rent chargeable. 
The condition is required to be entered in 
the Land Charges Register. The condition 
should be in the form given in paragraph 6 
of Circular 50/46, adapted as required to 
meet particular circumstances. In the case of 
leasehold land local authorities are asked to 
state both a freehold and a leasehold selling 
price. The latter will usually be the freehold 
price less the capitalised value of the ground 


rent. 

(9) The figure included in the licence itself 
is the amount of expenditure authorised to be 
incurred in pursuance of the licence by the 
person to whom the licence is issued. The 
local authority’s experience of the cost of 
building Council houses will be some guide 
to this figure but full allowance should be 
made for differences in size ; for any special 
costs of building on particular sites, e.g., 
restrictive covenants of building in stone to 
harmonise with the neighbouring village or 
abnormal cost of the land or its development ; 
for the specification to which the house is 
proposed to be built; and for any other 
relevant circumstance. 

(10) There are circumstances in which it 
will be proper and desirable to issue a supple- 
mentary licence. The holder of the licence 
may be put to unavoidable additional expendi- 
ture between the time when the licence is 
issued and the completion of the house, e.g., 
there may be rises in the ruling rates of wages 
and materials or it may be found necessary 
or desirable to substitute more expensive 
materials or equipment during the building of 
the house. 

Supplementary licences, where necessary, 
should be sought and issued before the works 
are completed. 

(11) The approved maximum sale price is 
to be determined by the local authority and 
should represent what in their opinion is the 
fair price for the completed house based on the

PROFESSOR RUDOLF WITTKOWER’S PAPER TO RIBA 


[= opinion that, for Inigo Jones, 
architecture was first and foremost 
the art of metrical relationships in space 
was expressed by Professor Rudolf 
Wittkower in a paper read before the 
Royal Institute of British Architects on 
December 9. Mr. Howard Robertson, 
M.C., A.R.A., the President, was in the 
chair. 

PROFESSOR WITTKOWER said: It is 
possible to demonstrate, as is sometimes 
done, that the development of English 
sixteenth-century architecture prepares for 
the appearance of Inigo Jones ; that, e.g., 
the plan of the English house became 
steadily more symmetrical, that the hall 
was given a central position in the plan, 
that symmetry became important in 
exterior design as well, that more and 
more classical and, in particular, Italian 
detail was assimilated as the century 
progressed. And yet, everyone agrees 
that Inigo brought about a revolution, at 
once so thorough and irrevocable that, 
whether we like it or not, it determined 
the course of English architecture for 
almost three centuries. ‘The history of 
style cannot account for this phenomenon. 
There cannot be any doubt that without 
Inigo Jones English architecture would 
have developed in some other direction 
about which it is futile to speculate. 


In order to understand the precise 
character of his revolution, we have to 
comprehend the man’s mentality as an 
architect. He travelled widely in Italy 
probably in 1601 and again in 1613 to 
1614; Palladio inspired him; he dis- 
cussed architectural problems with the 
aged Scamozzi; studied and measured 
the ancient monuments in Rome; and 
filled} his notebook with copies after 
Italian engravings; his reading in the 
theory of art and architecture, in 
philosophy and history was wide and 
penetrating. If we point out all this we 


merely give an account of the external 
data of his life, which are important enough 
because they show us where his interest 
lay ; but the sum of all these data does not 
revolutionary architecture.

They still do not explain why his archi- 
tecture was so different from that of 
Robert Lyminge or 
architects. 

In his case the intellectual experience of 
seeing and reading was _ transmuted 
into the artistic revelation of the Banquet- 
ing House, the -Queen’s House and the 
portico of Old St. Paul’s. Now it might 
be argued that this was due to Jones’s 
genius, a thing beyond historical analysis; 
and that all we can hope to do is to show 
which architects or buildings stimulated 
him; which details of the Banqueting 
House derive from Palladio and which 
from Scamozzi. Such historical pragmat- 
ism is certainly useful and revealing, but 
I think we can get a little nearer the 
essence of Inigo’s achievement. This I 
shall try to demonstrate by studying a 
few of his drawings with some care. In 
the drawings, particularly, we can watch 
his mind at work. 


THE MIND AT WORK 


My first example, inscribed April 1618, 
dates from the beginning of his career as 
an architect. In this and other similar 
drawings he was concerned with the size 
and arrangement of the wedge-shaped 
voussoirs superimposed on the upper window 
frame (Fig. 1).4 The inscription states 
that the voussoir in the middle should be 
one-fourth bigger than those at the sides. 
His authority is ‘‘ Serlio of goate fo: 5 and 
fo: 14.” He refers, in other words to Serlio’s 
Libro estraordinario (of Gates) and when 
we look up the pages mentioned by him, in 
the edition of 1619 which he used, we find the 
same motif occurring in two strange designs 
of gateways (Fig. 2). In his text Serlio does 
not mention the voussoirs at all. 

Evidently, Inigo operated with a pair of 
dividers and tried to extricate from Serlio 
a metrical law for the use of this particular 
motif. But Serlio was not consistent; for 
only in his second design is the central 
voussoir one-fourth broader than the two 
others. And this is true only at the top and 
not at the bottom of the voussoirs, while 
Inigo maintained the same _ relationship 
throughout. An additional note implies 
criticism of Serlio. Inigo states: ‘‘ Noat that 
in Serlio ye Spaces are more large than ye 
bottei are (i.e., voussoirs) . . .,”’ which is 
correctly observed. He decided to make the 
spaces equal to the width of the two narrower 
voussoirs. But this is not all. The opening 
of the window is a double square and the 
width of the frame is one-fifth of the opening. 
He gave the two outer voussoirs on top the 
width of the frame and aligned their outside 
corners with the window opening. From 
these points he drew the diagonals to the 
opposite corners below. The point of 
intersection of the diagonals was made the 
meeting point of all the other sides of the 
voussoirs, so that their reduction in width 
was completely co-ordinated and geometric- 
ally defined. 


MATHEMATICAL INTEGRATION 


Nothing of this kind was intended by 
Serlio, as we can see if we prolong the sides 
of the voussoirs in his design. It is at once 
obvious how little Inigo owed in this 
particular case to Serlio. He was concerned 
with the mathematical integration of the 
voussoirs into an otherwise straightforward 
window design and found a beautiful and 
entirely homogeneous solution for his problem.

I hope you will not accuse me of reading 
too much into this little drawing, for I have 
only followed exactly Inigo’s own written 
and drawn statements. Here is a searching 
mind at work that demands clarity, absolute 
mathematical clarity down to the minutest 
detail. It is also noteworthy that this drawing, 
like a number of similar ones, was not intended 
for execution. Right from the start practice 
went hand in hand with theory. On many 
occasions we find Inigo using his dividers to 
elucidate metrical relationship between the 
parts, and the parts and the whole. A 
characteristic page from his Serlio? shows 
that he noted next to the string course: 
“This fascia is one-fifteenth part of ye 
height from < to >.” These marks refer to 
the whole height of the ground floor. 

My next example (Fig. 3),* belonging to 
the large series of drawings of gateways, 
is very similar to the gate Inigo designed 
for Beaufort House in 1621 and which has 
survived at Chiswick; it is possible that it 
was an alternative design for it, in spite of 
small differences in scale. However that 
may be, I do not think that it was done 
much after 1620. Dimensions are here 
inscribed in feet and inches. On the face of 
it, there is no particular connection between 
these measurements, say between 2 ft. 11 in. 
and 4% in., but in fact there is a link between 
them, for they are related to the diameter 
of the column which we may call the 
“module ” following Vitruvian and Renais- 
sance terminology. he module, measured 
at the bottom of the shaft, is in this case 
1 ft. 53 in. Most of the measurements 
appear to be simple multiplications or divisions 
of the module, and this is true not only for 
the order itself, but also for the other parts 
of the design. For instance, the width of 
the rusticated posts is two modules 
(2 ft. 11 in.) ; in the projection, the rustica- 
tion measures therefore half a module at 
each side of the column. Every part is 
subordinated to the same metrical discipline. 
In the plan the projection from the wall to 
the front of the column is one module and, 
since only three-quarters of the columns 
are visible, the rusticated posts project one- 
quarter module (4% in.). Inigo completed the 
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circle of the columns inside the wall and drew 
a line as tangent and another cutting the 
circle into three parts and one part. A 
second parallel line divides the circle into 
two-thirds and one-third. These are clear 
indications that he needed divisions of the 
module for the dimensioning of details : 
the height of the rusticated stones, e.g., 
is two-thirds of a module. 


We might easily go into greater detail. 
But there are one or two inscribed measure- 
ments which seem to contradict this inter- 
pretation.* It is therefore necessary to say 
a word about the conventional notation of 
measurements. We may use a well-annotated 
drawing by John Webb who, having been 
Inigo’s assistant for many years, became 
the heir to his working method. The 
drawing of the entablature for the gallery 
of King Charles’s block at Greenwich, 
dated 1663, is inscribed along the architrave, 
“tz inches or 4 parts’ and along the frieze 
and cornice ‘‘ 1’ 1#” or § parts.” In addition, 
there is a detailed notation in ‘‘ minutes,” 
the sum of which is 40 minutes for the archi- 
trave and 50 minutes for the cornice. 


NOTATION 


We have thus three different types of 
notation, namely, the actual measurements 
in feet and inches, which are variable but 
whose relation to each other is constant. This 
is expressed by the second type of notation 
which asserts the fixed ratio of one part to 
the other (‘4 parts, 5 parts”); and we 
have, thirdly, a metrical integration of each 
part into the whole design expressed in 
minutes. If we divide the module into 
60 parts or minutes, as was customary, 40 
minutes mean that the architrave is two-thirds 
of a module, and 50 minutes that the height 
of the frieze as well as the cornice are five- 
sixths of a module. It is evident that the 
division in minutes offered the possibility of 
working with small fractions of the module. 
With this knowledge the problematical 
notations in Inigo’s gate design can be 
defined. Most of Inigo’s drawings have the 
actual measurements inscribed. But I hope 
you will agree that we understand his inten- 
tions only if we interpret them in terms of 
absolute relationships. 


Fortunately, there exist drawings by Inigo 
which prove that even in large schemes he

harmonised requirements of actual planning 
and scale with the theoretical demands of 
absolute relationships. His first design, prob- 
ably of 1634, for the west front of St. Paul’s 
is a case in point (Fig. 4)®. This may not be 
Inigo’s most successful scheme, but it is a 
particularly suitable one from which to follow 
his procedure, for the pricks of the dividers 
are clearly visible and also the guiding lines 
of the design which he impressed on the sheet 
with a pointed instrument before starting to 
draw with the pen—a method, incidentally, 
which was firmly established before the 
invention of tracing paper.’ 


The net of these incised lines is determined 
by the modules. Vertical lines fixed the posi- 
tion of the main order. The height of the left- 
hand pilaster shaft was divided into three equal 
parts, each being two and a half modules. 
Two and a half modules determined also the 
central line of the outside bay. The horizontal 
line laid through the lower division of the shaft 
fixed the height of the doors into the aisles, 
and the basis of the columned aedicula in 
the outside bay was fixed half a module under 
this line. The pricks at the bottom of the 
left-hand inner column shaft show that 
Inigo needed subdivisions of the module. 
Such subdivisions are clearly visible in the 
region of the entablature. Here are marked 
threé units for the architrave, four for the 
frieze and five for the cornice. 


After the foregoing it is evident that 
Inigo related the parts of the entablature 
as 3:4:5; and, since three parts equal 
half a module, the height of the architrave is 
half, that of the frieze two-thirds and that of 
the cornice five-sixths module, while the 
over-all height of the entablature is 12 parts 
or two modules. The pricks of the dividers 
allow. us to reconstruct the genesis of the 
drawing in terms of the module in much 
greater detail. But I will limit myself to 
only one more observation, namely that all 
the orders used in the design are interrelated. 
The diameter of the upper order is three- 
quarters module, that of the columns of the 
central door two-thirds, that of the dwarfed 
pilasters of the towers, half, and that of the 
columns of the aediculas underneath one-third 
module. 


THE BASIC QUALITY 


My examples have, I hope, made it clear 
that the basic quality of Jones’s architecture 
is definable. To make possible the applica- 
tion of a coherent numerical system of 
relationships throughout a whole building 
a particular mode of measuring had to be 
devised. This system could not, of course, 
be based on inches, feet and yards (or the 
corresponding Italian units of measure- 
ment), but only on a unit of measurement 
that was adaptable to each individual 
building and peculiar to it. The necessity 
for this needs no lengthy comment. Think 
for a moment of the human figure. An 
absolute metrical relationship of part to 
part and of the parts to the whole can only 
be expressed by postulating a standard of 
measurement, e.g., the head or the face, as 
was done by Vitruvius and his Renaissance 
followers. ‘Then we can say that the total 
height of an ideally proportioned body should 
be eight heads or 10 faces, that the length 
of the hand should equal that of the face, 
and so on. Again, following Vitruvius, 
Renaissance architects accepted the diameter 
of the column, the module, as the standard 
unit of measurement, and by multiplying and 
‘dividing it they welded details as well as 
whole buildings into metrically related units. 
This was the tradition that Inigo Jones 
embraced. 

It is apparent that in an architecture 
thus conceived the orders took on supreme 
importance, not so much as structural or 
decorative elements, but as basic features for 
‘the metrical organisation of buildings. 

We are not surprised to find Inigo Jones 
turning his attention, it seems very early, to 
an exhaustive study of the orders. The 
copious marginal notes in his Scamozzi as 
well as in his copy of Palladio, which he 
purchased in Venice in 1601,° are an im- 
pressive testimony to his mastery of this 
subject. The Ionic order of the Queen’s 
House, the composite order of the upper 
storey of the Banqueting House or the 
Corinthian order in the double cube room at 
Wilton show that he approached the problem 
of the orders with a fresh mind. When he 
combined in the lower order of the Banqueting 
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The lower order of the Banqueting 
House.

House (Fig. 5) Scamezzi’s Ionic capital, 
where the volutes grow out diagonally from 
behind the ovolo, with Palladio’s Ienic 
entablature, he must have done it after some 
careful reasoning. Every written indication, 
every one of his designs proves that he did 
not regard Palladio’s and Scamozzi’s works 
as pattern books from which he might pick 
single elements at random. 


Mofeover, it can be shown that the Ionic 
order of the Banqueting House was particu- 
larly dear to Inigo. You know that there 
exist about 200 theoretical drawings coming 
from Inigo’s office and mainly drawn by John 
Webb, probably during the-1640’s. For a good 
many years I believed that the puzzle of these 
drawings becomes intelligible if one assumes 
“that they were made in preparation for an 
architectural treatise. Now a pupil of mine, 
Colin Rowe, has substantiated this assumption 
in a brilliant but not yet published. thesis® to 
which Dr. Whinney has already referred 
in the June number of the R.I.B.A. Journal. 
As was customary in Italy, the first book 
of Inigo’s treatise would have dealt with the 
system of the orders. A fair number of 
meticulously executed drawings of the orders 
by the hand of John Webb are extant and 
among them is the Ionic order (Fig. 6)}° 
which is very similar to the order Inigo had 
used about 20 years before in the Banqueting 
House. 


The display of the drawing on the page 
and the arrangement of the notations follow 
Scamozzi, but the relations of the parts to 
each other and of each part to the module 
are very close to Palladio. However, there 
are minor differences and, after what I have 
already said, we may well believe that it 
was just these which were of importance 
to Inigo. And this can be proved. Among 
other divergencies, the size of the dentils 
and the spaces between them differ slightly 
from Palladio’s design. A second drawing! 
shows, as well as a different capital, trifling 
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alterations of precisely these features, and 


‘tthe text points to the repercussions which 
the dentils, thus spaced, would have on the 
intercolumniation. In such a system of the 
orders there is no room for any arbitrary 
feature. I think we may now say that a 
process of careful and searching investigation 
similar to that discernible in the theoretical 
sheets must have preceded the choice of the 
Ionic order in the Banqueting House. 


THEORY AND PRACTICE 


More than once Inigo expressed in an 
oblique way that theory and practice were 
two facets of the same thing. In the design 
for the proscenium arch of Albion’s Triumph 
(Fig. 7), a court masque which he produced 
in collaboration with Aurelian Townshend 
after his notorious quarrel with Ben Jonson, 
he showed large personifications of Theory 
and Practice and explained in the descriptions 
that “ by these two, all works of Architecture, 
and Ingining [sic] have their perfection.” !? 
And in his edition of Aristotle’s Ethics he 
noted in the margin the Aristotelian definition: 
“ Art is a Habbit to do a thing with right 
reason,” and he underlined the last word. 
It was “ right reason ’”—that is, theory—that 
raised architecture to the level of art. By 
insisting on this, Inigo embraced an ideology 
which had been current in Italy for 150 years. 


For a man to whom the Renaissance 
tradition was alive, a valid theory of art 
and architecture had to be firmly grounded 
on a triple foundation. The first require- 
ment was an all-round development of 
personality. Right from the beginning of 
his career Inigo endeavoured to live up to 
this Renaissance ideal of universality which 
through Baldassare Castiglione’s Cortegiano 
and later Peacham’s Compleat Gentleman 
had been given widest currency at the 
English court.4% As early 
as 1606 his friend Edmund 
Bolton presented him 
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Philibert de l’Orme and probably others 
which—like his Vitruvius and Serlio—never 
reached the shelves of Worcester College. 


Thirdly, theory without a grounding in 
philosophy was unthinkable. Like his classic. 
ally trained contemporaries, Inigo tried to 
lift the veil which hides the secrets of the 
universe by studying Xenophon and Aristotle, 
Plutarch and Plato, Plato above all. Every. 
thing we know about him reveals that he 
read his philosophy for use. He lived in a 
circle which included men like John Donne 
and Sir Henry Wotton, for whom Plato’s 
concept of a universal harmony founded on 
numbers was still an article of belief, and the 
direction in which his mind moved is indi- 
cated by the extensive annotations in his 
Plato and Plutarch and his Alberti of passages 
referring to harmony and music.*® 


THE FUNDAMENTAL MAXIM 


It seems, therefore, not too bold to say 
that his theory of architecture, had it ever 
been written to accompany the theoretical 
drawings, would have reflected his universal 
aspirations ; it would have been learned ; 
and it would have been focused on the “ fun- 
damental Maxim. That the Images of all 
Things are latent in Numbers,” to quote 
from Wotton’s Elements of Architecture 
(1624). In any case, it must have been this 
conviction that furnished the philosophical 
basis for his approach to architecture. It is 
also a pointer that by far the largest number 
of notes in his Palladio are concerned with 
proportion. These notes confirm that for 
him architecture was first and foremost the 
art of metrical relationships in space. And we 


have seen that he always had his dividers 
ready at hand in order to investigate and pin 
down such relationships. 

This metrical approach to architecture also 





with a book which he 











inscribed in Latin to 
“his own Inigo Jones 
through whom there is 
hope that ___ sculpture, 
modelling, architecture, 
painting, acting and all i 
that is praiseworthy in 
the elegant arts of the 
Ancients may one day 
find their way across the 
Alps into our England.’’*4 
Inigo’s_ versatility was, 
indeed, remarkable: he 
was also peerless as a 
theatrical and costume 
designer, he was an 
antiquarian of repute and 
a first-rate connoisseur 
and, in addition, a civil 
servant and Member of 
Parliament.+5 ae 

The second basis on Ce 
which theory rested was : 
knowledge, specialised 
knowledge which had to 
be acquired by thorough 
study. Inigo firmly be- 
lieved © in intellectual 
equipment of this kind. 
He wrote in his edition 
of Vitruvius as well as in 
his Italian notebook the 
motto : “ altro diletto che 
imparar non trovo” (I 
know no greater delight 
than to learn).1® His archi-

of the Trustees of the Chatsworth Settlement. 


explains what appears now his unintelligible 
verdict on Stonehenge. In 1620, while at 
Wilton, Inigo received the royal command 
to investigate Stonehenge. His conclusion 
that Stonehenge was the ruin of a Roman 
temple was published after his death by John 
Webb “from some few indigested notes ” 
by Jones (as Webb declares in the preface), 
Nevertheless, it can be shown that the main 
arguments, if not the learned commentary, 
were Inigo’s. He had carefully measured 
the ruins and this led him to pronounce that 
“betwixt this Island of Great Britain and 
Rome itself there’s no one Structure to be 
seen, wherein more clearly shines those

harmonical Proportions of which only the 
best Times could vaunt, than in this Stone- 
Heng.” This is the keynote. He soon 
became convinced that the whole lay-out of 
Stonehenge was based on four intersecting 
equilateral triangles correspondittg to the 
ancient theatre reconstructed by Palladio for 
Barbaro’s edition of Vitruvius (Figs. 8, 9), 
and that the proportion of the inner to the 
outer ring was that of the cella to the colon- 
nade in Vitruvius’ Peripteros. So Inigo’s 
conclusion was almost inescapable. As an 
antiquarian and as an architect he thought in 
precisely the same terms. 

No clearer testimony than his blunder about 
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Stonehenge could be imagined to demon- 
strate that Inigo forms a link—and not the 
last—in that learned, humanist and essentially 
Platonic tradition which springs from Leon 
Battista Alberti ; who, paraphrasing Vitruvius, 
had defined beauty as “the harreony and 
concord of all the parts achieved in such a 
manner that nothing could be added or taken 
away or altered except for the worse.” If 
you alter these definite and organic relation- 
ships at any point of a building, you disturb 
“tutta quella musica”—as Alberti once 
wrote. Many of the best Italian thinkers 
and artists of the following generations 
accepted this rational mathematical inter- 
pretation of beauty which implied that every 
part in a building down to the minutest 
details has its fixed size and shape, and Inigo 
Jones still subscribed to it. For him, as for 
his Italian peers, a building was an organic 
whole, completely definable in terms of 
metrical relationships. He was the first 
Englishman to whom this concept had become 
an inviolable truth, and it is this approach 
to architecture that gives his buildings their 
over-all quality of lucidity, poise and harmony. 
His theoretical deliberations, founded on the 
metaphysical belief in the universal efficacy 
of numbers, buttressed and nourished by the 
study of Plato and Vitruvius, Plutarch and 
Alberti, Palladio and Scamozzi, and so elo- 
quently expressed in his drawings, seems to 
provide the key to his single-minded quest for 
order and clarity in practice. This meta- 
physical belief, I submit, accounts for the 
seriousness and vitality of his classicism. 
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CORONATION DECORATIONS 
Sir H. Casson’s Ideas for Westminster 


Sir HuGH Casson, F.R.I.B.A.. who has 
been retained by Westminster City Council 
as adviser on Coronation decorations, gave 
further details, on December 16, of some of 
the features he has suggested to the council. 
He was speaking at a meeting of the Design 
and Industries Association in London. 

He said he had decided that it would be 
better to put “something very important” 
at pivotal points rather than decorations 
“at ninepence a foot.” London was almost 
a collection of villages with a self-contained 
atmosphere in each, and it would be better 
to make the scheme change key or mood 
with different streets. 

Hoardings were often in the place where 
he wanted to put up his best decorations, but 
he had found hoarding owners extremely co- 
operative. He had given them two ideas: 
one was to whitewash their hoardings and 
give them to a dozen or so painters to make 
large paintings on royal themes. The other 


was to produce special posters themselves ; 


with a royal theme. 

Lamp posts could be painted in fairly gay 
colours and surmounted by small features 
and crowns. Another suggestion was to 
suspend special features across the streets.

cost of building, land, and other costs 
incidental to building a house (including 
architect’s, legal, and other fees). 

The rental to be specified (particularly in 
cases where the houses or flats are being built 
for letting and not for sale) should provide 
for a reasonable commercial return on the 
total cost (including land, etc.) after making 
due allowance for repairs, maintenance and 
management. 

Although this should not normally be 
necessary, local authorities may, in cases of 
difficulty or dispute, obtain assessments from 
their private consultant valuers. 

When a supplementary licence is issued the 
local authority should reassess and restate the 
maximum selling price and rent on the supple- 
mentary licence: a corresponding entry 
should be made in the Land Charges Register. 
(Attention is directed to the provisions of 
Section 43 (1) and (5) of the Housing Act, 
1949. ~ The latter sub-section leaves it to the 
local authority to decide whether the nature 
and scope of any later work carried out to the 
house (as defined in Section 9 of the Act of 
1945) is such as to justify a direction being 
issued increasing the maximum selling price 
and rent, and if so by how much.)

NATIONAL FEDERATION’S 
COMMENTS 


THe NATIONAL FEDERATION OF BUILDING 
TRADES EMPLOYERS have issued the following 
statement on the Minister’s proposals : 

“We welcome the Minister’s announce- 
ment. It is a great challenge to the private 
enterprise house-builder and a substantial 
move towards complete freedom for the 
industry. In the first place it will go a long 
way towards solving the big problem facing 
house-builders today—the problem of costs— 
for the house-builder will now have a chance 
to organise his work ahead on economical 
lines and this is bound to be reflected in the 
price of the small house. The Minister’s 
decision will also provide better opportunities 
for competition between builders which, as 
pre-war experience showed, is a vital factor 
in keeping costs down. . Two more im- 
portant effects of the decision are related 
to finance and housing standards. The 
greater encouragement now being given to 
people to own their own homes will sub- 
stantially offset the heavy burden on the rates 
and taxes of the local authorities’ subsidised 
housing programme. At the moment every 
local authority house built under this pro- 
gramme costs the tax- and rate-payers at 
least £35 12s. a year for 60 years, a .total 
minimum subsidy of £2,136 per house. 

“Tt is even more important now than 
ever before that houses should be built to 
proper standards of construction. The indus- 
try is ready for this. ‘Through the standards 
laid down in the National House-Builders 
Registration Scheme, which all house-builder 
members of the N.F.B.T.E. are bound by our 
constitution to observe, the public will have 
only themselves to thank if sub-standard 
houses are built. The safeguard is there 
and it is up to the public to use it.” 


NEW STREETS ACT 


In reply to questions, a spokesman of the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
told a representative of The Builder: 

‘* Some difficulties in the working of the 
Act have been brought to our notice but we 
are considering them. There are answers 
to some of them. For instance, in a number 
of cases exemption from the Act can be 
claimed under Section 1, sub-section 3. There 
is also the fact that local authorities have 
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power to accept security for the road charges 
instead of requiring a deposit. If a deposit 
is paid there is nothing to prevent the local 
authority from taking that fact into account 
in fixing the selling price of the houses. [t 
should be remembered that the Act, which 
was introduced as a Private Member’s Bill, 
has only been in force for just over a , Year 
so that it is early yet ” final judgment.”

A SIMPLE THEODOLITE 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—It was with very great interest 
that I read in your issue of December 
12, the discussion that took place at the 
R.I.C.S. on ‘Problems of Surveying 
Instruments ”’ in which a plea was put 
forward for an appropriate instrument for 
use on building sites. Mr. Gordon 
Tomalin, in throwing out his suggestions 
for a “baby” theodolite which could 
turn through 90 deg. and be used for 
levelling as well, has in my opinion, 
rendered a service to the building industry. 
From some 50 years of experience I can 
say with certainty that small builders 
have refrained from using the thecdolite 
by reason of its complex nature and 
latterly its high cost, yet it cannot be 
denied that the time that can be saved 
through the use of the instrument on sites 
for setting out work is obvious. There 
can be no question that if construction 
work is to be produced at the lowest 
possible cost—and builders will know 
the close attention being paid to this 
endeavour—the use of instruments must 
play a part to that end. 

Mr. Tomalin’s idea of a “ baby 
theodolite,” which will turn in 90 deg. 
and also act as a dumpy level, yet can be 
produced at a low cost, is indeed a most 
progressive contribution. If an instru- 
ment can be made which can accurately 
perform the functions suggested and yet 
be free from a multitude of gadgets, a 
great service will have been rendered to 
Clerks of Works and builders in general.

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[= original small brick-and-flint building which 
existed on the site of this new church suffered 
serious damage during the war and had to be demol- 
ished, leaving only the small schoolroom and fuel 
store for inclusion in the new scheme. ‘The trustees 
required a church to accommodate 90 with a choir of 
12, and a hall or schoolroom capable of inclusion as 
part of the main building as occasion required. This 
requirement dictated the plan adopted. 

The site is not very large and the buildings had to 
be grouped to the rear so that adequate space would be 
left for car parking purposes. 

As most of the inter-war and earlier Methodist 
chapels lacked any form of chancel, the architects felt 
that the provision of the small splayed barrel arch 
over the communion table and eldérs’ chairs would 
provide a focal point.

Internally the main flooring is of wood blocks, 
but the book store, cupboard, vestry and lobby were 
finished with Accotiles. The -walling throughout 
is plastered and the main body of the church and the 
schoolroom have a dado of Cotswold grey with a 
1-in. battleship grey line separating the upper walls 
which are in mushroom. The ceilings are in blush 
white. All internal woodwork, except oak, is in a 
light battleship grey gloss paint, but externally, the 
rear doors are in salmon pink, and gutters, downpipes 
and windows in cream. The quantity surveyors were 
Messrs. E. R. Babbs and Sons.

FATIGUE TESTING LABORATORY, GREAT ABINGTON, CAMBS 


. for the British Welding Research Association

po some years the British Welding Research 
Association has carried on a fatigue research 
programme in a number of temporary huts and out- 
buildings at the Abington Hall Research Station near 
Cambridge. ‘These notes describe the new laboratory 
which has been built to accommodate this work. 

Broadly the intention has been to provide laboratory 
and office accommodation which, besides meeting 
functional requirements, has aesthetic appeal and 
blends with the rural surroundings. 

Essentially the laboratory comprises two parts, 
a hall where the actual testing is to be carried out and 
offices for the research staff. It is difficult to combine 
these two in one building since the tests are by their 
nature exceedingly noisy and the human mind requires 
comparative peace and tranquility for concentrated 
thought. Modern standards of lighting, heating and 
ventilation are of course aimed at in both parts. 
With these fundamental requirements in mind the 
architect planned the main laboratory to have open 
pitched roof frames with brick cladding and with a 
fenestration scheme to suit a gantry crane bearing 
structure. The leading dimensions of the hall are 
28 ft. wide by 100 ft. long, comprising five bays of 
24 ft. The north gable wall which separates the 
laboratory from the offices is 18-in. brick construction. 
The whole building is clad with cavity wall in a light 
yellow brick giving a pleasing colour effect in winter 
and being a good compromise between cost, thermal 
and sound insulation. ‘The roof is clad with Trafford 
tiles and lined with Lloyd boarding, this combina- 


tion again being a compromise between cost, thermal 
insulation and sound deadening. 

The office block is of two storeys with 11-in. cavity 
wall load bearing brickwork, with the rocf and floor 
elements built up from precast prestressed concrete 
units. A noteworthy feature is that the observation 
windows in the 18-in. wall separating the offices from 
the laboratory are double glazed with vacuum glass, 
i.e., there are two panels each comprising two sheets 
of glass closed together sealed along the edges and with 
the air evacuated from the space between. These 
windows are proving remarkably sound proof. 

The external finish of the whole building is of 
Uxbridge flint facing bricks. The windows are 
painted “traffic” blue, the downpipes, gutters and 
goods door light grey and the soffit board a broken 
white. The main laboratory is finished inside with 
fair face Burwell White Gault facing bricks. The 
concrete floor is a granolithic finish, The Lloyd 
board ceiling is distempered white and the exposed 
parts of the steel structural framework are picked out 
in light blue. 

The offices have a similar colour scheme to the 
laboratory, the windows being painted internally with 
a light blue. The floors are covered with Accotile. 
The entrance hall of the laboratory has natural finish 
teak doors while the internal doors are light blue with 
light grey frames and architraves. The staircase 
balustrading is picked out in light grey and blue.

advice and assistance from Cambridge, felt that 
here was not only an opportunity to apply the plastic 
design method but also to apply in one structure 
certain guiding principles in connection with welded 


requirements fairly conventional, the structural steel 

framework is of considerable technical interest. 
The B.W.R.A. wanted the laboratory to have a 

welded steel frame-work and intended that this 


should provide a practical application of the work on 
the plastic design of building frames which has been 
carried out by the Association in conjunction with 
Professor Baker’s research team at Cambridge. The 
consulting engineers, while welcoming the offer of 


design. These aims have been to a large extent 
realised. and the result has been an unusually light 
and cheap structure. 

It is only the main laboratory building which is 
steel framed. Here there are six pitched roof portal 
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frames at 24 ft. centres. These are surmounted by 
I section purlins at 4 ft. centres. There is a gantry 
girder to carry the five-ton travelling crane at approxi- 
mately 21 ft. 6in. above the low floor level ; the 
building being on a sloping site the floor is at two 
levels, one 3 ft. below the other. The brick walls 
are stabilised and the horizontal wind forces are 
transferred to the framework by reinforced concrete 
wind beams specially designed so that they form cills 
and lintels to the windows as well as transmitting 
horizontal loads. The weight of the wall, however, 
does not come on to the steelwork but is carried 
through the brickwork down to ground beams which 
span between foundation blocks. This distribution of 
the load is ensured despite a probable settlement of 
the brickwork by the insertion of flexible packings 
beneath the horizontal wind beams. 


The design of the framework was tackled with the 
intention of producing the most economical structure 
without aesthetic sacrifice. A compromise had there- 
fore to be struck between extreme economy in weight 
of steel and fabrication and erection costs. ‘To meet 
these fundamental aims the following guiding 
principles were borne in mind :— 


(1) That the maximum strength and stiffness can 
be attained by welding the entire structure into one 
continuous framework. This principle was in fact 
completely satisfied, there being literally no bolts or 
rivets. 

(2) That advantage be taken of the flexibility 
afforded by welding to make all steel load bearing, 
contrary. to usual riveted practice where often certain 
steel elements, e.g., gutters, play no part in the 
structural framing. With welding the fabrication of 
dual purpose units should eliminate non-load bearing 
steel. 

(3) Each element to be designed with the aim of 
heavily loading the steel with a view to weight saving 
if possible to the extent of relying upon its plastic 
deformation and of the redundancy of the structure 
to provide the necessary margin of safety against 
collapse. Alternatively, should elastic deflection be 
the limiting criterion, presetting should be used to 
enable steel stresses to be raised to values approaching 
those at which strength becomes the limiting factor. 

(4) That use should be made wherever appropriate 
of the torsion bar, an element which can be just as 
easily provided by welding as a beam, to which it is 
complementary. 

The first of these principles, namely continuity, 
implied the welding of site connections. To this 
end several novel self-jigging single-bolt connections 
were designed which enabled the entire framework 
to be rapidly assembled by bolting, leaving the welders 
to follow on as the weather and other contingencies 
permitted. Some difficulties were engendered by the 
use of continuous members running the entire length 
of the building through the relative movements which 
might be expected due to temperature and other 
changes between the steel and the brick cladding. 
This difficulty was overcome by designing certain 
elements, e.g., the gantry girder (to allow flexibility 
of the steel in the direction of movement), thus 
reducing the loads on the brickwork. At the return 
in the brickwork at the gables the steel was kept free 
of the cladding to avoid high local stresses in the 
brickwork. 

Turning to the second principle, i.e., the fabrication 
of special units to ensure that all the steel is structur- 
ally loaded, the eaves gutter was formed to act as a 
structural element as well as to provide roof drainage. 
Also the gantry girders were formed so that part of the 
top flange acted as a rail along which the crane can 
run. 
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The main frames are of particular interest in that 
they were designed by what has been described as the 
direct plastic method. Here, analysis and design 
proceed side by side as in the case of simply supported 
frames, the design process being much quicker than 
that for elastic design of redundant structures which 
inevitably consist of the analysis of an initial design, 
modification and reanalysis and so on. 


The purlins are of interest in that they are not only 
welded continuously but were cambered prior to 
welding. In this way.the steel has been well loaded 
though the deflection which can be tolerated by the 
comparatively inflexible asbestos cement-cladding is a 
severe limitation. 


Finally, torsion bars were found to provide an 
elegant solution to two particular structural problems.

NEW WING TO URSULINE CONVENT, CROOMS HILL, GREENWICH 
H. CULLERNE PRATT, ARIBA, AMTPI, ARCHITECT 


HE new wing to the convent is built on the site of two 
Georgian houses that were destroyed in the war. 
The site is in Crooms Hill, a historic street which faces 
Greenwich Park and runs from the Naval Hospital up to 
Blackheath ;_ it consists of Elizabethan and Georgian 
Houses and is practically unchanged since the days when 
Johnson, Walpole, Vanbrugh and other eighteenth- 
century notables used to visit Greenwich by river from the 
city of London. 





The convent is attached to a large girls’ school and the 
new wing consists of bedrooms which continue the existing 
convent, and an end block which contains a laundry, 
council room, sewing rooms, with boiler house and drying 
room in the basement, and all connected with a service 
lift. All the rooms have fine views over Greenwich. 

The building is of load-bearing brickwork with reinforced 
concrete floors. The facing bricks are hand-made multi- 
coloured facings, with the window and door surrounds

in Portland stone and the cills and copings in recon- 
structed Portland stone. The roof is continued from the 
existing one with Westmorland slates with cut hips and 
finished with a wrought-iron cross. The windows are wood 
casement specially designed and the external doors: are 
polished oak with York stone steps. 

All internal joinery is waxed-polished obechi hardwood, 
except the staircase which is polished oak; all floors are in 
beech wood block with the bathrooms in rubber tiles. 
The council room is wallpapered and all other wall surfaces 
are temporarily distempered and will be painted when the 
building settles down.

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


HERE are no non-traditional substi- 
tute materials that can be considered 
aesthetically suitable for use as _per- 
manent coverings for visible roofs of 
churches, nor are any known the dur- 
ability of which is comparable with that 
of lead or copper. 

Whilst it is considered that lead should 
always be either recast or replaced with 
copper or a traditional material, there 
may be exceptional cases where, owing, for 
instance, to the heavy cost of timber 
repairs a less expensive covering must be 
used for roofs of low pitch. ‘There are 
also roofs where the existing covering is 
not of lead but of some substitute material 
that has worn out. 


Such cases should be very carefully 
considered in the light of all the circum- 
stances, and the use of a substitute should 
only be allowed for very special reasons, 
and then only as a temporary measure, 
although it may be for a period of 30 
years or more. 

Where, as a result of selling the lead 
and substituting a temporary covering, 
there is a balance of money, this should 
be invested and reserved for the provision 
of a permanent covering. 

It should be realised that any change of 
roof covering may directly affect the fire 


risk and any such proposal should there- 
fore be submitted for the approval of the 
insurance office before any work is done. 


Plain and reinforced bitumen felts if 
well laid and maintained will give tem- 
porary protection to boarded roofs for 
periods up to about five years. 


Asphalt has been extensively used in 
the past, but it must not be used on timber 
roofs. Properly laid by a first-class firm 
asphalt is a satisfactory means of water- 
proofing concrete roofs and gutters. 


Numerous firms undertake built-up 
systems consisting of several layers of 
bituminous felt with various surface 
finishes. ‘The most usual surface finish 
is a layer of small gravel, granite, or 
granulated slate with or without a coating 
of waterproof varnish; but this finish 
alone does not conform to the minimum 
standard_ of fire-resisting construction 
recognised by the fire offices. The better 
specifications provide a layer of macadam, 
cement paving, or various forms of 
tiles, and these comply with the fire 
offices’ requirements. Most of these 
protective finishes can only be used on 
roofs having a slope of less than 10 degrees, 
but the concrete tile finish can be laid on 
slopes of up to 20 degrees. 

Asbestos-cement is available in the 
form of slates and various types of

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sheeting. It is inexpensive and easily 
repaired by replacement of damaged units. 
Asbestos sheeting can be used on sur- 
faces of any pitch from perpendicular 
to almost horizontal. Experience over 
the 40 years or so during which it has 
been in use shows this material to be 
very durable. 


It is considered that for temporary 
coverings, and for semi-permanent cover- 
ings on hidden roofs, asbestos sheeting is 
the -most satisfactory substitute material. 


There are also available various forms 
of protected metal sheeting, in which a 
steel core is enveloped in bitumen on to 
which asbestos-asphalt felts have been 
bonded. 


BUILT-UP BITUMINOUS FELT 
ROOF COVERINGS 


History.—Bituminous felt coverings 
have been in use for about 50 years. 
Many of these systems have been widely 
used in all types of buildings, and many 
hospitals have been covered with the 
better specifications having protective 
tiled surfaces. British Standard code of 
practice C.P. 144.101 was published in 
1952. 


Aesthetics —The more or less smooth, 
unbroken surface of bituminous felt 
coverings is not well suited for use on 
ancient buildings. ‘This appearance may 
be mitigated by the material used for the 
surface finish, and the concrete tile finishes, 
which are available in various colours, 
are the most satisfactory. 


Suitability—Macadam is _ unsuitable 
for any but practically flat roofs as it 
tends to flow down even a slight slope. 
The concrete tile finishes may be used on 
pitches up to 20 degrees and will resist 
all normal traffic. All forms of bitumin- 
ous felt coverings can be used for gutter 
linings on either wood or concrete. The 
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Diagram 2. 


weight of the tile-finished systems is about 
12 Ib. per ft. 

Durability —The life of bituminous 
felt coverings depends on the surface 
finish and the quality of materials and 
workmanship. The standard code gives 
no guidance as to the life of these coverings, 
but the better specifications are guaran- 
teed for 20 years. 

Technical Notes.——Bitumen felt roof 
coverings are dealt with in British Standard 
code of practice C.P. 144.101 (1952). 
The quality of felts is specified in British 
Standard 747.1937 (Bituminous Roofing 
Felts). 

The Ecclesiastical Insurance Office has 
stated that to conform to the minimum 
standard of fire-resisting construction 
recognised by the fire offices, any form 
of bituminous roofing would need to 
present a surface finished in accordance 
with the following description : 


(1) Bituminous roofing felt covered 
with cement mortar or bitumen mac- 
adam not less than half an inch thick, 
or with sand, ballast, granite or other 
stone chippings, not less than 2 in. 
thick or, 


(2) Bituminous roofing felt on an 
incombustible deck,. with or without 
a layer of heat-insulating material such 
as fibreboard between the felt and the 
deck, but without intervening air space. 


N.B.—A deck of building slabs 
consisting of wood wool and an in- 
organic cementing agent conforming 
to British Standard Specification 110 (b), 
1943, and of minimum thickness of 
2 in., surfaced with 4 in. of cement, 
may be considered incombustible for 
the purposes of this standard of con- 
struction. 

(3) A weatherproofing material on 
concrete without intervening air space. 

(4) An external coating of bitumen, 
tar or pitch, or of material impregnated 
or treated with bitumen, tar, or pitch, 
on the external surface of metal sheeting. 
The materials should be supplied and 

laid by a firm specialising in the particular 
system to be adopted. Flashings of 
either lead or copper must be provided 
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to all upstands against vertical surfaces. 
Outlets should be lined with lead or 
copper, spliced between the layers of felt. 

Drips, as at the foot of a roof slope 
should have an apron flashing of lead or 
copper spliced between the layers of felt. 


Triangular wooden fillets are required 
at the junctions with vertical surfaces. 


Built-up systems should consist of not 
less than three layers of felt, of which the 
under layer should preferably be of 
asbestos-based felt. 


TEMPORARY FELTING 


For first-aid temporary protection over 
roof boarding, ordinary plain bitumen 
felt may be used, but if it is required to 
last for more than a few months a rein- 
forced felt should be used. f 


The felt should be laid horizontally in 
two or three layers with a lap of at least 
3 in. ‘The joints should be sealed with a 
good quality cold bituminous solution, and 
the edges nailed with galvanised clout nails. 


In exposed situations vertical laths or 
battens should be nailed on top of the 
felt as an added precaution against lifting 
in gales. 


The finished covering should be thor- 
oughly coated with a bituminous solution, 
and a further dressing should be applied 
every 12 months or so. 


Where lead has to be stripped and a 
temporary covering put on, it is usually 
best to leave the gutter linings and flash- 
ings in position and to dress the latter 
over the upstand of the felt. 


ASPHALT 


Asphalting on concrete flats and gutters 
should be carried out by a first-class firm 
of specialists. The material should be 
natural rock asphalt with high bitumen 
content to British Standard 1162 : 1944. 
The asphalt should be jaid in two layers 
giving a total thickness of 1 in. 


Masonry or brickwork joints should be 
well raked out to provide a key for vertical 
skirtings. The top edge of skirtings 
should be covered with a flashing of lead 
or copper. It is recommended that 
asphalt flats should be protected by a 
thin layer of stone or concrete slabs 
bedded on sand. 


ASBESTOS-CEMENT 


History.—This material has been manu- 
factured in this country for about 40 years, 
and has been increasingly used, more 
particularly on industrial and agricultural 
buildings, for which it has now become 
the most common form of roof covering. A 
British Standard Code of Practice for 
Asbestos-cement Roof Coverings was 
published in 1951. 


Asbestos-cement is defined as a material, 
normally composed of asbestos-fibre and 
Portland cement, rolled or moulded under 
pressure and allowed to mature. The 
material may incorporate a metal mesh, 
high-tensile steel wire, or impregnated 
linen tape, in which case the product is 
known as “ reinforced asbestos-cement.”’ 

Aesthetics —Untreated asbestos-cement 
when new presents a somewhat harsh 
whitish-grey appearance, but it weathers 
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in a manner not unlike stone, according 
to the atmosphere. In some situations the 
sheeting vegetates freely. Most forms of 
asbestos-cement roof coverings are avail- 
able in a range of colours, mainly reds, 
browns and greens. The sheeting may 
also be painted. 

Asbestos-cement roof coverings are 
available in the following forms: Flat 
sheets or slates ; sheets with corrugations 
separated by flat surfaces, sometimes called 
troughing ; and double-skin roofing sheets 
providing a two-layer covering, with 
corrugations on the outside and a fiat 
surface underneath. 


Suitability—Asbestos - cement slates 
can be laid on any surface where natural 
slates would be used. Ordinary corru- 
gated sheets, with 6 in. end lap, can be 
laid on any pitch down to 25 degrees, 
and on lower pitches if the end lap is 
increased. For slopes of very low pitch} 
the troughing types of sheets are made with 
upturned and downturned ends, and these 
can be laid on a slope as low as 4 degrees, 


Most types of sheets are available in 
lengths varying from 4 ft., with 6 in. 
increases to 10 ft.; widths vary from 
2 ft. 6 in. to 4 ft. Supports are only 
required at intervals of from 3 ft. to 
6 ft. 6 in., according to the type of sheet. 
The weight of the finished roof covering 
varies from 34 to 54 lb. per sq. ft. 


Thermal insulation provided by asbes- 
tos-cement sheeting is low, and some form 
of underlay is desirable to prevent 
condensation. 


Durability —The standard code states : 
** Asbestos - cement sheeting may be 
regarded as having a life of at least 30 years. 
There is at present insufficient experience 
to ascribe it a life much in excess of this, 
and it is considered that, if a longer life 
is required of the roofing, fixing accessories 
more durable than galvanised iron or 
steel, such as copper, should be used.” 


Although the sheeting is liable to 
damage by impact, repairs by replacement 
are extremely simple and inexpensive. 
For situations where the atmosphere is 
highly polluted, it is recommended that 
the sheeting should be painted. 


Technical Notes on Asbestos-Cement 


The specification of materials and 
methods of workmanship are dealt with 
in the British Standard Code of Practice 
‘** Asbestos-cement Sheet Roof Coverings, 
C.P. 143.201 (1951).” Fixing details are 
shown in Diagram 1. 


As in most cases this material would 
only be used as a temporary covering for 
church roofs, the provisions of this code 
may be considered sufficient. When a 
semi-permanent covering is required the 
fixing accessories should be of copper. 

The nature of the roof will largely 
decide the form of sheeting to be used, 
but reinforced sheets of the “‘ troughing ” 
pattern are recommended. As-a tempor- 
ary covering when the underside will be 
visible ‘‘ double skin ” sheeting should be 
used. 


The most usual application will be on 2 
low-pitched roof behind parapets. Rein- 
forced bitumen felt should be laid on the 
existing boarding and the sheets should be 
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fixed with drive screws to 3 in. by 2 in. 
creosoted deal battens. 


Standard section gutters are available 
and may be suitable for valley gutters, 
but will rarely be adaptable for parapet 
gutters, which will require traditional 
metal linings. In many cases th: old 
lead lining can be retained. 


Standard eaves filler pieces should be 
used to close the corrugations at the lower 
edge of the roof slope. Standard apron 
flashings pieces should be used at the 
top edge of a lean-to roof. A special 
moulding can be obtained where the 
pitch is not suitable for a standard fitting. 


Adjustable standard ridge cappings will 
suit any pitch, but a specially moulded 
crown unit of better appearance can be 
obtained for use with troughing types. 


Metal flashings are necessary at all 
vertical surfaces against which the roof 
abuts. ‘They should be of 5 Ib. lead. End 
flashings should extend over the first 
corrugation. Standard soaker flange 
sheets should be used where stove pipes 
pass through the roof. 


Sheets should be fixed by 5-16th in. 
diameter drive screws to wood battens, or 
purlins, or by hook bolts where _ steel 
purlins are used. Holes for fixings must 
be drilled through the crown of the corru- 
gations, and must be slightly larger than 
the diameter of the bolts. When copper 
bolts are used washers should be lead cup- 
shaped washers bedded on felt asbestos 
composition washers. 


Where galvanised bolts are used the 
washers may be diamond-shaped gal- 
vanised, bedded on bituminous felt washers. 


Where troughing type sheets are used 
on flatter pitches the end and side laps 
must be sealed with a bituminous mastic 
in accordance with the manufacturer’s 
instructions. At the junction between 
four sheets, the under sheets must be 
mitred by cutting with a hand saw. 


Slating.—Asbestos-cement slates should 
be laid in the same way as normal slating 
rather than in diamond pattern. Laps, 
and nailing, should be as for normal 
slating according to the pitch of the roof. 

Maintenance.—Where, owing to pol- 
luted atmosphere, or to improve appear- 
ance, asbestos-cement is painted, an 
alkali-resistant paint, such as chlorinated 
rubber-based paint, should be used. ‘The 
sheeting must be absolutely dry when 
painting is done. 

Repairs will always be done by replacing 
units. Planks and “creepers” should 
always be used when work is being done 
on the roofs. Precautions should be 
taken to prevent persons from walking on 
the roof sheeting, and warning notices are 
advisable. 


When access across roofs is necessary, 
permanent walkways or creepers should be 
provided, and fixed clear of the sheeting. 


GUTTERS 


Wherever possible wooden gutter 
bearers and boarding should be re- 
moved as they are so liable to decay 
from wet or dry rot and beetle. The 
gutters should be re-formed in fine 


cement concrete, with adequate falls to 
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the outlets. It is useful to give the con- 
crete an outward slope, so that any pos- 
sible leakage is kept away from the wall 
plate. An air space should be left be- 
tween the back of the wall plate and the 
concrete (see diagram 2). 


Gutters on towers and porches may be 
formed in waterproofed cement concrete, 
without covering, provided that they are 
laid with good falls, and provision is made 
for expansion. A good coved upstand 
should be formed against the parapets. 
This should be at least 2 in. thick, and 
cast integrally with the gutter sole. 
There should be flashings of lead or copper 
(see diagram 2).

“BRITAIN’S FORGOTTEN 
HOME 
The Need for Modernising Older 


Property 
PEAKING on “Britain’s Forgotten 
Homes” in the B.B.C. Home Service 
on November 25, Mr. Eric BELLINGHAM, 
director-general of the Coal Utilisation 
Council, said that every new council house 
received a subsidy from public funds equiva- 
lent to £770 towards the total cost of about 
£1,700. Was it extravagant, then, to talk 
of spending £200 or so on modernising a 
pre-1914 house? On the face of it there 
would seem to be very strong financial 
reasons for undertaking the operation; cer- 
tainly there was every social reason for 
doing so. 

Of Britain’s 134m. houses only about 54m. 
had been built since 1918. QOf the remain- 
ing 8m. pre-1914 houses, at least a million 
—some put it as high as two million—were 
fit only for demolition. But you could not 
pull down an unfit house until you had 
built a new one to replace it. 

Continuing, Mr. Bellingham said that it 
would take all of 20 years to give every 
family a separate home and to replace every 
house now known to be unfit for rehabilita- 
tion, which meant we were left with about 
6m. houses built before 1914—the replace- 

ment of which by new houses could not 
start before about 1972. 

“What is to happen to these 6m. houses 
in the meantime? ” he asked. “ Nearly half 
the population lives in them. Few of them 
are—as yet—in any sense slums. Great 
numbers of them are in good repair: some 
of them are indeed owner-occupied by 
families very largely satisfied with the com- 
paratively high standard of amenity they 
have contrived in them. Most of them are 
in the industrial towns and cities—built in 
terraces. Their age is often betrayed by the 
very name of the street. The pre-1850 
Paradise-rows and Cherry Tree-lanes; the 
Alma-streets, Inkerman-streets and Balaclava- 
streets of the *50s; the Jubilee-terraces of 
the ’80s and ’90s: and the Coronation-roads 
of the early 1900s. 

“The poorest of them are falling into 
decay at the rate of nearly 200,000 a year. 
What can be done to arrest—and prevent— 
that decay and to give these houses more 
modern amenities? 

“ They will almost all have main drainage, 
a piped cold-water service and a separate 
water-closet. On the other hand, it is known 
that over 4m. of them have no piped hot- 
water supply, and therefore no fixed bath. 
The cooking arrangements will vary from 
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an old-fashioned range or gas cooker to a 
modern gas or electric or solid-fuel cooker. 
Quite exceptionally there will be gas light- 
ing: most pre-1914 urban houses now have 
electricity. The living-room—which quite 
often is the kitchen—will be heated by coal 
or coke—usually in an old-fashioned grate 
or range. More school homework and more 
television are likely to bring the little parlour 
into greater use than in earlier days, when 
—with its faintly musty atmosphere—it was 
so largely reserved for corpses or courting 
couples.” 

After discussing rents and the financing of 
improvements, Mr. Bellingham said: “To 
modernise the kitchen-living-room, to pro- 
vide an efficient modern cooker and piped 
hot-water service, to contrive the installation 
of a bath, to warm the parlour, to insulate 
the roof—these are the needs. 

“I am often told of all the difficulties. 
I prefer to regard the problem as a challenge 
—a challenge to the architect, to the fitted- 
goods manufacturer, to the local authority, 
to the owner and, not least, to the politician. 
I would, for example, like to see in the 
architectural Press examples of successful 
modernisation of so-called working-class 
terraced houses as well as of the attractive 
and ingenious schemes for converting mews 
cottages and Belgravia mansions. 

“Architects have had housing medals for 
the design and layout of new houses—why 
not have some medals also for the best im- 
provement schemes for these older houses? 

“ And how to finance the operation? The 
repair and improvement of the average pre- 
1914 terraced house might cost up to £200 
or £250, giving the house a life of another 
25-30 years. Grants from public funds up 
to half the cost of improvements are already 
available, and the landlord is then permitted 
to increase the rent to cover his contribution 
to the cost. So that for not much more 
than the price of a packet of cigarettes a 
week tenants could enjoy some of the sort 
of amenity I have described. 

“But I know that many believe that the 
permitted increases in rent for improvements 
will not in themselves provide sufficient incen- 
tive to landlords to get the work done. The 
extreme alternatives are to free rents alto- 
gether where the repairs and improvements 
are undertaken by the landlord or to call 
upon local authorities to acquire and manage 
large numbers of these older houses. 


The Middle Course 


“A middle course might be to operate 
the Housing Act procedure more vigorously 
to secure necessary repairs and to encourage 
grant-earning improvements. Then where 
the landlord is unable or unwilling to do 
the work, give the tenant a chance to buy 
the house at a price fixed by the Government 
valuer—subject to the tenant undertaking to 
carry out the repairs and improvements. 
The cost—less the grant—could be covered 
by an advance on mortgage from the local 
authority or a building society. 

“This scheme would need legislation, but 
it might not be a bad thing to encourage 
more owner-occupation. A further alterna- 
tive might be to foster the development of 
special housing trusts to undertake the opera- 
tion; this was in fact done in Birmingham 
between the wars. But first of all I think 
the landlord should be given a reasonable 
opportunity himself to carry out the im- 
provements. This grave problem affects 
nearly half the population of the country; 
it cannot for much longer be allowed to 
remain unsolved.” 
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DECLINING PUBLIC ENTHUSIASM FOR PLANNING 
Lord Silkin on ‘‘ Heavy Handed Administration” 


Mest people concerned with the 

proper planning of our land would 
be disturbed at the apparent falling off 
in enthusiasm, and even interest, that had 
taken place in recent years, said LorpD 
SILKIN when he read a paper on “ Planning 
and the Public ” at a meeting of the Town 
Planning Institute on December 4. We 
take the follewing extracts from his 
subsequent remarks :— 


In the early post-war years the public 
were in a mood sympathetic to the preven- 
tion of the bad development which had 


taken place in the past and the creation in , 


the course of reconstruction of a better 
environment for the people of our land. 
By general agreement we had a series of 
Acts of Parliament passed : the Distribu- 
tion of Industry Act, the New Towns Act, 
the Town and Country Planning Act and 
the National Parks and Access to the 
Countryside Act, which together consti- 
tute a unique code of planning legislation 
which has aroused interest and a degree 
of emulation throughout the world. 

One cannot deny, however, that the 
more effective our planning legislation 
becomes in preventing undesirable 
development, the more positive and 
definitive our planning proposals become in 
actually threatening the demolition of bad 
or inappropriate development and the 
rebuilding of areas on better lines, and the 
more people are prevented from using 
their land as they themselves would 
choose or are inconvenienced by being 
required to uproot themselves and go 
elsewhere, the more hostility is likely to be 
aroused to the idea of planning on the 
part of those whose personal interest may 
become affected. ‘The development plans 
which local planning authorities were 
required to prepare and to submit to the 
Ministry would, of necessity, if they were 
really going to improve conditions in the 
area planned, frequently provide for 
drastic changes causing inconvenience to 
owners. Moreover, the slow progress 
of reconstruction, particularly in our 
blitzed towns, resulting from shortages of 
labour and materials and the need to 
divert these to rebuilding and re-equip- 
ping our industrial potential, introduced a 
spirit of frustration and scepticism. 


All these things had the effect of. 


damping down enthusiasm. It is the 
natural stage of development from the 
pioneer spirit, when all are at one for an 
idea, to the next stage when the idea 
comes to be worked out in detail and 
realised in practice and corns inevitably 
have to be tradden on. Much could have 
been done by tactful and sensible adminis- 
tration, by making the public feel that they 
were playing a part, a part which they 
understood, in maintaining or improving 
the quality and character of their city or 
town or the countryside. 

Much too often, however, administra- 
tion has been heavy-handed. Applicants 
to develop frequently feel very remote 
from what seems to them the bureaucratic 
administration of planning. They put in 
their application and what seems like 
months after, and frequently is, they are 


given a decision which when it is a refusal 
is couched in language which they even 
fail to understand. I think the main 
reason for this obscurity lies in the fact 
that those responsible for the decision are 
themselves not really clear as to why they 
are refusing it. But it also arises from the 
use of planning jargon such as zoning and 
density which, whatever it may mean to 
the planner, means very little to the general 
public. The’favourite reason for refusal 
is for the protection of amenity. Many 
planning authorities think they have only 
to mention the word “‘ amenity ”’ to justify 
refusing an application. 


I think this remoteness is_ largely 
responsible for the changed attitude 
towards planning. Where people do not 
understand they are inclined to be sus- 
picious. If it is necessary to refuse an 
application the reasons should be explained 
to the applicant as fully as possible and 
not by means of formulae which so often 
mean nothing. Wherever possible, per- 
sonal contact is a good idea. You can 
explain so much more in a conversation 
that you can in a letter and, as a result of a 
conversation, it may well be possible to 
advise the applicant so to modify his 
application as to make it acceptable where 
otherwise a refusal would take place. 
Or you may even discover that what the 
applicant wants to do is . development 
which for one reason or another does not 
require planning permission, in which case 
he should clearly be so advised. Even a 
refusal should, wherever possible, be 
accompanied by a suggestion as to what 
might be acceptable. 

The man in the street is quite sensible 
and generally speaking public spirited, 
and if he understands the reason why 
things are being done he will be more 
likely to co-operate than to be antagonistic 
even where he himself is the sufferer. 
And such an attitude on the part of a 
planning authority would considerably 
reduce the number of appeals which clog 
the administrative machine, take people 
away from more important tasks and are 
expensive. 


DEVELOPMENT PLANS 


All this is not new, not even the require- 
ment to make application for permission 
to develop, although to-day it covers the 
whole country and the definition of 
development is now pretty comprehensive. 
It has all been said before. I have said 
it myself in speech and circular. What is 
new is the requirement that planning 
authorities should prepare development 
plans and the provisions conferring powers 
upon local authorities themselves to carry 
out redevelopment. I think we ought to 
examine whether the procedure for the 
making of the development plan and for 
the initiation of redevelopment proposals 
is really satisfactory. 


In a number of counties and county 
boroughs development plans have been 
submitted in which there have been 
hundreds, and in some cases even 
thousands, of objections. Long and 


. more official encouragement. 
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protracted public inquiries are taking 
place. I cannot help thinki: t in 
many cases this could be avoided by closer 
co-operation and at the earliest possibic 
stage between the plan-making authority 
and the general public. 


When a plan is produced ‘with little or 
no consultation with the public concerned; 
which the public find it ‘difficult even to 
get access to; and where often if they do 
they cannot understand it ; and when the 
public inquiry which takes place is not 
generally on the merits of the plan at ali, 
but on how it affects individuals—all 
this is not an effective method of getting 
the best possible plan or one which is 
acceptable to the majority of the people 
who are going to be concerned. 


LOCAL PLANNING GROUPS 


It is not possible in this paper and in 
the time at my disposal to give you the 
mechanics of such consultation. A 
number of localities have actually set 
up local planning groups and _ civic 
societies. Chelmsford, Sevenoaks and 
Beckenham are examples. The C.P.R.E. 
are ever watchful, and in the rural areas 
some women’s institutes are doing valu- 
able work. But what exists, while on 
the right lines, is just scratching on the 
surface. What is needed is much more 
private initiative and public interest and 
I do not 
think there is any general formula that 
would be applicable to every area in the 
country. The kind of consultation that 
would be appropriate in the County of 
Norfolk would obviously be unsuitable 
in London or Birmingham, but there 
ought to be this in common in all planning 
areas in the country, that before the plan 
is finally produced there should be the 
maximum amount of discussion with as 
many people concerned as possible. 


Even if, in consequence of these discus- 
sions, the preparation of the final plan 
takes somewhat longer, the plan will then 
in the true sense be the people’s plan— 
one which they have themselves had a 
real part in producing. There will be 
the greatest possible measure of common 
agreement, some of the prospective 
objectors will have been answered in 
advance ; many, whose objections have 
been overruled in the end, will understand 
why it has been necessary to do so, and 
where legitimate objections have been 
made they will have been met in advance 
without the planning officers or authority 
losing face. 


If this is done I would suggest that the 
Minister should exercise considerable 
discrimination as to which objections he 
thinks are appropriate to be dealt with at 
a public inquiry. Where an objection 
can adequately be met by the payment 
of compensation there is no point in 
taking up time to ventilate it at a public 
inquiry. The public inquiry could then 
be used solely for objections to a plan or a 
proposal on the grounds of public interest 
and not, as is at present the case, mainly 
for discussing the interests of private 
indiwiduals. ‘There are, I am sure, other 
ways in which public interest in planning 
can be regained. 

I am sure that with the different 
approach that I have tried to emphasise 
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in this paper much can be done. I am 
equally sure that unless we can get the 
general public to accept the principles 
and practice of planning, the whole of the 
very fine planning structure which has 
been created as the result of the thought 
and efforts and sacrifices of so many of 
our finest people over a considerable 
number of years will have been wasted. 


DISCUSSION 


Sir Patrick ABERCROMBIE disagreed with 
Lord Silkin about public interest in town 
planning. He did not think there was any 
time when the development charge was more 
to the forefront than at the present. He 
also drew attention to the 6,000 objectors to 
the County of London Plan as evidence of 
great public interest in planning. He be- 
lieved the Barlow, Scott and Uthwatt Reports 
had also been of enormous value in focusing 
public attention on planning, as had some 
other reports published since the war, such as 
the Manchester and London Reports. The 
latter kind of reports stimulated discussion, 
although they did not necessarily correspond 
with the development that had been made. 
They attempted to make things intelligible 
to the public. 

With regard to public inquiries into plan- 
ning schemes, Sir Patrick regretted that at 
the recent County of London inquiry, after a 
barrister had made an extremely good opening 
speech to a small audience, the inquiry plunged 
straightway into disputes between objectors 
to the plan. He wondered: whether town 
planning inspectors were not “too gentle- 
manly ” in their handling of public inquiries. 

Sir Patrick suggested that the reports 
made by the inspectors on these inquiries 
should be published. It was not always 
found that the award made by the Minister 
accorded with the evidence given at the 
inquiry. He pointed out that in Scotland 
the inspectors were not servants of the Minis- 
try, but were independent, generally members 
of the legal profession and the whole inquiry 
and the report tended to be of a legal character. 
He thought that to publish the reports would 
remove some of thé public’s misconceptions 
and show them what goes on inside the 
Ministry. 

Another thing which he thought would 
interest the public was the Research Com- 
mission which was suggested in the Barlow 
Report, and which, it was proposed, should 
deal with general principles of planning of a 
wide character. That would be of enormous 
value in helping the public to understand 
what was the basis of planning proposals. 

Mr. F. J. Osporne deplored the falling-off 
of public interest in planning since 1950, and 
said there had been no new towns started 
since that year in places where they were 
urgently needed. Density had-been increased. 
We should really put decent living. standards 
first and foremost. Who was to blame for 
this situation? He thought planners should 
blame themselves. They had ‘not been suc- 
cessful in arousing public opinion. But it 
was partly the fault of the Minister and the 
Ministry’s officers. He got a little discour- 
aged because he felt there was little enthusiasm 
for the aims of planning. He did not think 
Ministers had kept the right issues clear in 
their speeches and programmes. After all, 
the aim of planning was to provide better living 
and working conditions for urban and rural 
workers, with the minimum of damage to 
green belts and agricultural land. That 
aim seemed to have been reversed now. The 
present Minister now said that the main aim 
was to save agricultural land. 

Mr. D. PLuMsTEAD suggested that inquiries 
should be made more informal. In Edin- 


burgh, he said, some very informal inquiries 
had been held, in which agreement was 
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eventually achieved by round-table, heart-to- 
heart discussions on what was involved in the 
plan. As regards delay in dealing with plan- 
ning applications, he wondered whether the 
1947 Act had been wrong in placing the 
responsibility for making decisions about 
applications in the hands of the county 
authorities instead of leaving it much more 
in the hands of the local authorities. In 
Edinburgh applications were dealt with at 
least week by week, unless a difficult principle 
was involved, when about a month elapsed. 


Mr. Spiwak said that the plan for the city 
of Zurich was circulated to every inhabitant 
before it was carried out. Nobody there 
could then say he did not know what was 
happening. He wondered whether there 
should not be statutory provisions for con- 
sultation between the planners and the public 
in the next major town planning Act. He also 
suggested that borough councils should use 
their hoardings and other places where they 
display local and national information to give 
the public details of local planning schemes. 
He regretted the dropping of the word 
“ Pianning” from the title of the Ministry 
and the fact that the Minister did not appear 
= ame the interest in planning which he 
should. 


Mr. Desmonp Heap (London County 
Council) was another speaker who declared 
that public enthusiasm for planning, 
engendered by the three great reports and by 
bombing, had sunk to a low level. He did 
not think that the blame should be laid on the 
local authorities for this. Some of the delays 
— occurred were not altogether their 
ault. 


The chief reason why planning was not 
popular at the moment was that there was a 
very. long-standing deep-rooted misunder- 
standing of the real need for planning and the 
controlled use of land in this country. Plan- 
ning would not be made popular by public 
inquiries or by publishing reports of inquiries. 
The re-education of the public would have 
to go on, but it would be a long-term business. 
It would be necessary to start with the coming 
generation, in the primary schools, with the 
teaching of the motivating factors behind 
planning. 

Mr. E. H. Dovusiepay (county planning 
officer, Hertfordshire) declared that when 
planning officers had gone far beyond the 
statutory obligation to consult the people 
affected by a plan and had talked to many 
groups cf people in their areas, the reasons 
for planning had still not fully got home to the 
public.. He believed planners should take 
advantage of the hundreds and thousands of 
proposals for buying property or using land 
which came up throughout the country and 
get planning home to the people concerned 
right on the. spot without delay. If planners 
made their views known to developers all 
over the country, in hundreds of thousands 
of cases they would not resent it, nor would 
they regard it as bureaucratic interference. 


The president, Mr. S. L. G. Beauroy, 


said the question of long inquiries was 
one which they had very much under their 


eye at the Ministry, but there were many 


difficulties in the way of making a change. 


LORD SILKIN’S REPLY 


Replying to the discussion, Lorp SILKIN 
said he did not mean to suggest that the whole 
of the lack of interest in planning was entirely 
due to the way in which local authorities 
handled applications or even development 
plans. Mr. Heap was right in saying that the 
education of the public was a national respon- 
sibility and should begin in the schools, but 
planners also had their contribution to make 
in this respect. National education was a 
very slow process, but planners could do a 
great deal in the meantime. With respect, 
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he thought the interest taken in the develop- 
ment charge and the number of objections to 
the County of London Plan did not, as Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie had suggested, indicate 
considerable interest in planning ; rather did 
they indicate a lack of interest in, certainly 
ignorance of, planning.- As to the proposal 
to publish the inspectors’ reports, the Minister 
had the responsibility by law to make the 
decisions on p ing matters and to publish 
the reports would be embarrassing and might 
lead to needless controversy. Moreover, 
the Minister did not necessarily decide a case 
solely on the evidence given at the inquiry. 
He usually took into account other information 
and factors which did not come to light at the 
inquiry. 

Planners must make it their business to 
find out what the public reasonably wanted, 
perhaps to be just a little ahead of the public 
and guide them gently, but by and large to 
do what the public wanted. 

Perhaps it would be possible to make plan- 
ning inquiries more informal. One way would 
be not to have professional people there at 
all. But these inquiries were much less 
formal than the High Courts of Justice, the 
tules of evidence were relaxed and people 
were even allowed to say abusive things to 
each other. But it was necessary to preserve 
some kind of order, or the inquiry would go 
on for ever. These inquiries were a valuable 
means of educating the public in planning. 

He did not think the planning of Zurich, 
as he had seen it, indicated that there was any 
guarantee that a plan would be a good one if 
the plan were circulated to every inhabitant 
of a town. 


OBITUARY 
Morrison Hendry, Dip.Arch.Abdn.) 


It is with regret that we record the death 
of Mr. Morrison Hendry, Dip.Arch.(Abdn.), 
A.R.1.B.A., which took place at his home, 
“ Dolbrack,” Stanmore, Middlesex. 

After serving in the first world war, Mr. 
Hendry held a post in Greece in connection 
with reconstruction Subsequently, he 
received an appointment as architect with 
the Chinese Government at Shanghai. In- 
terned by the Japanese during the second 
war, Mr. Hendry returned to this country 
after release. Up to the time of his death, 
he held an appointment with the building 
section of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research at Watford, and was the 
author of “Planning Your Home for To- 
morrow,” published last year. 


John Woollatt, F.R.LB.A. 


We regret that the death occurred on 
December 15 of Mr. John Woollatt, 
F.R.LB.A., partner in the firm of Messrs. 
Evans, Clark and Woollatt, of Eldon 
Chambers, Wheeler-gate, Nottingham, for 40 
years. He was 71 years of age. 

Mr. Woollatt, who lived at Cavendish 
Lodge, Devonshire-avenue, Beeston, was a 
former president of Notts, Derby and 
Lincoln Architectural Society, and designed 
the press room of the Nottingham Guardian, 
the printing establishment of Thomas 
Forman and Sons, Ltd., of Hucknall-road, 
the nurses’ home at the General Hospital 
in 1925, Pearson House ‘nurses’ home in 
1939, and two of the wings at the General 
Hospital. He also designed maltings for 
brewers all over the country. 

In recent years he was the architect for 
schemes of alteration at St. Peter’s Church, 
Nottingham, and also designed the Abel 
Collin’ almhouses at Beeston and the new 
Emma Birks almhouses at Parkside, Lenton. 








HERTFORDSHIRE 
DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


A Summary of Proposals 


MTPHE County Development Plan was ap- 
proved by the Hertfordshire County 
Council on December 11, and will be sub- 
mitted to the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government on December 29. The Develop- 
ment Plan, including 19 Town Maps, will be 
deposited for public inspection at County 
Hall, Hertford, from January 2 to February 
28 next. Extracts of the plan covering parti- 
cular areas of the County will be on view 
at seven centres for the same period. The 
County Planning Officer is Mr. E. H. 
Doubleday, M.T.P.I., A.R.LC.S. : 
The Hertfordshire plan lays down the 
main lines of development in the County 
for the next 20 years, and sets out the 
principles to be followed in controlling that 
development. The plan is based upon the 
Greater London Plan, which has _ been 
accepted by the Government and the County 
Council. Accordingly, it shows how Hert- 
fordshire can accommodate about 240,000 
people from London. More than half of 
this new population will go to the four new 
towns of Hatfield, Hemel Hempstead, 
Stevenage and Welwyn Garden City, and the 
London County Council Estates at Oxhey 
and Boreham Wood. Most of the remainder 
will form additions to the existing towns in 
the county. The plan not only gives the 
overall planning background for the whole 
county, but also details the main urban areas 
where expansion is recommended. The 
county plan puts forward proposals for 
housing, industry, communications, public 
services, the extraction of sand and gravel, 
landscape preservation and other items. 


90,000 Houses to be Built 

During the next 20 years about 90,000 
houses are expected to be built in Hertford- 
shire, together with shopping, business and 
industry to serve and employ the new popu- 
lation. Growth on so large a scale will 
make many demands upon public services 
and communications, all of which will be 
improved to meet growing needs as circum- 
stances allow. The growth of so many 
towns in the county makes it most important, 
to maintain as much farming land as 
possible. Recreational use of the country- 
side will also increase. By keeping to the 
plan’s proposals, agricultural land and the 
rural countryside will not be despoiled. 
Although the development plan foresees that 
18,000 acres of agricultural land will be used 
for other purposes in the next 20 years, two- 
thirds of Hertfordshire will still remain 
rural and the physical character of the 
county will remain broadly the same as it 
is now. The plan saintains the green belt 
around London and, in addition, selects five 
areas for special protection because of their 
scenic interest. These are: Broxbourne 
Woods, the Mimram Valley, the Chess 
Valley, the Chiltern Hills, and the area 
south-west of Royston. 

The order in which each of the building 
projects should be carried out has been 
considered in terms of time, labour and 
money. Financial problems arising from the 
expansion of the county’s population cannot 
be solved by the development plan alone, 
but they have a great bearing upon the 
ability of the county to provide adequately 
for additional population. The county 


council have studied this problem at length, 
and representations have been made to the 
Government that special financia] assist- 
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ance should be given to Hertfordshire and 
its county district councils to enable them to 
meet the extraordinarily heavy financial 
demands being made upon them. 

In considering the development plan, the 
Minister is required to take note of all 
objections or representations made to him by 
February 28 next, and to decide when and 
where a public local inquiry into the County 
Council’s Plan should be held. 


ARCHITECTS’ 
REGISTRATION COUNCIL 


Annual Report for 1952 


"THE annual report for 1952 of the Archi- 

tects’ Registration Council of the United 
Kingdom was presented at the Council’s 83rd 
ordinary meeting, held at the R.I.B.A., on 
December 19. 

In a foreword to their report, the Council 
record that Major G. B. J. Athoe, who was 
an original member of the Council at its 
inception in 1932, has ceased to represent 
the Incorporated Association of Architects 
and Surveyors, and Mr. Gordon Jackson, 
who has been a member of Council since 
1935, representing the ‘ Unattached” Archi- 
tects, has resigned for personal reasons. They 
regret to record the loss of these two 
members of long standing and in each case 
have passed a resolution expressing their 
appreciation of the valuable service rendered 
over sO many years. 

On the subject of professional conduct, 
the report states that owing to difficulties 
which have arisen through the concurrent 
jurisdiction of the Council and the several 
professional architectural bodies represented 
on it in matters relating to unprofessional 
conduct, it has been agreed that the 
latter shall report all complaints of 
serious misconduct to the Registrar in 
the first instance, in order that it may 
be determined whether there is a 
prima facie case of disgraceful conduct 
which must be referred to the Discipline 
Committee with the possible removal of the 
offender from the Register. A less serious 
case would be returned to the professional 
body concerned for appropriate action. 

During the year the Discipline Committee 
have held inquiry in one case only :—An 
architect, who inserted an anonymous 
advertisement in the Press offering his 
services “for the preparation of plans and 
specifications for clients’ requirements, all 
classes of new buildings, lay-out develop- 
ments, alterations and reconstruction work,” 
was found guilty by the Discipline Committee 
of conduct disgraceful to him in his capacity 
as an architect. 

Seven unregistered persons were prosecuted 
during the year at the instance of the Council 
for unlawfully practising or carrying on 
business under the title of architect. 

The total number of architects on the 
Register is 17,270. 536 persons qualified 
by examination were admitted in 1952. - 

During the year the sum of £7,249 has 
been spent in scholarship grants to students; 
£2,034 in new awards; and £5,215 in renew- 
ing existing scholarships. 

The Board of Architectural Education 
have received, with great regret, states the 
report, an intimation from Mr. F. S. Orme 
that owing to his retirement and residence 
outside London he would not be eligible for 
renomination to the Panel of Examiners. 
Mr. F. S. Orme has served on the Panel of 
Examiners since 1935. The Board record 
their appreciation of all he has done for 
architectural education over the past years.

BUILDING APPRENTICES 
Changes in Registration Arrangements 


THE MINISTER OF Works, the Rt. Hon. 
David Eccles, M.P., in a written Parlia- 
mentary reply to a question by Mr. John 
Hay, on. December 17, has announced 
changes in the system of registering building 
apprentices. The changes are to come into 
operation on January 1 next. The full text 
of the Minister’s reply is as follows:— 

“ Since the National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry put into operation a 
National Apprenticeship Scheme in Novem- 
ber, 1945, indentured apprentices have been 
registered with the Building Apprenticeship 
and Training Council. The time has now 
arrived when the industry is able to under- 
take this work, and from January 1, 1953, 
all new apprentices will be registered with 
the National Joint Apprenticeship Board. 
Apprentices now registered with the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council will, 
under the new arrangements, be given the 
option of transferring to the industry’s 
registration scheme. 

“The Building Apprenticeship and Train- 
ing Council will continue its advisory work, 
and I take this opportunity of thanking the 
Council and its'Chairman, Sir George Gater, 
G.C.M.G., K.C.B., D.S.O., for their valuable 
work over a number of years. An adequate 
intake of apprentices and the furtherance 
of the opportunities for higher education, 
particularly by the award of scholarships, 
are two of the most important matters which 
the Council will still keep under review. I 
am confident that the National Joint Appren- 
ticeship Board, on which both sides of the 
industry are represented will continue their 
valuable work with vigour and enthusiasm.” 


Duties of New Board 

Under the new arrangement, apprentice- 
ship for the building industry will continue 
on. the lines operated by the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council. The 
need for building apprentices is as great as 
ever. The National Joint Apprenticeship 
Board will now undertake the executive 
functions of registration for the industry. 
A fee of 10s. will be payable upon registra- 
tion, and the completion certificate will be 
issued by the Board, free of charge, upon 
the satisfactory completion of the apprentice- 
ship. Proceeds from the registration fees 
will be used to form a welfare fund on lines 
similar to those administered by the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council. The 
address of the Board is 11, Weymouth-street, 
W.1. The chairman of the Board is Mr. 
W. H. Forsdike. Sir Richard Coppock is 
the Operatives’ Secretary and Mr. I. Ernest 
Jones is the Employers’ Secretary. 

Completion certificates issued by the 
Building Apprenticeship and _ Training 
Council will be recognised by the industry 
on the basis of equality with the new 
National Joint Council Certificates. Since 
the start of the registration scheme in 1945 
the Building Apprenticeship and Training 
Council have registered 84,000 apprentices 
and have issued 27,000 completion cer- 
tificates.

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BUILDERS’ 
ACHIEVEMENTS IN 1952 
National President on “ Noticeable 
Improvement in Productivity ” 
IN a Christmas message to the presidents 

of the ten affiliated Regional Federa- 
tions of the N.F.B.T.E., Mr. J. IAN ROBERT- 
son, National president, describes 1952 as 


“a year of achievement,” which was begun 
in a spirit of optimism and renewed confi- 


‘dence following an assurance from the 


Government of an expanding building pro- 
gramme and the launching of a housing 
“crusade.” Mr. Robertson continues: “ As 
in past years, we have used up all the 
materials made available and the steady rise 
in output that has been maintained since the 
spring without increasing the labour force 
has earned the commendation of both the 
Minister of Works and the Minister of 
Housing. All things considered, therefore, 
we may justifiably claim that 1952 has been 
another year of positive achievement by the 
building industry.” 

1952 had also been another year of 
achievement for-the National Federation, in 
spite of the obstacles in their path. The 
Government were doing all they could as 
quickly as they could to help the building 
industry on its way, and the raising of the 
licence-free repair limits, the abolition of 
the development charge and the long list of 
circular letters issied by Mr. Macmillan to 
make the housing programme more flexible 
were all indications of the Government’s 
sympathy with their views. They still had 
far to go, but they had moved some way 
along the right road since January last. 

On *housing, Mr. Robertson says that the 
contribution of private enterprise house- 
builders would have been even bigger if 
several local authorities had been more 
ready to acknowledge their services and 
issued licences more freely to private appli- 
cants. 


Continuing, the president says that despite 
improved output on the part of materials 
manufacturers and producers, they have 
suffered severe setbacks owing to acute 
shortages in several parts of the country 
during the year. “It is true that we have 
seen a welcome stabilisation of — and in 
some instances slight reductions in—mate- 
rials prices, but the general effect of these 
shortages on building costs cannot be over- 
emphasised. Cement, steel, bricks and 
timber are among the biggest. headaches. 
Fortunately, every cloud has its silver lining, 
and even as I write I learn that the Minister 
is shortly to make an announcement on in- 
creased supplies of steel being made avail- 
able for our use. But the fact still remains 
that the country cannot count on the highest 
efficiency from our industry unless ample 
supplies of materials are readily available 
on the sites.” 


Education and Training 

In regard to education and training, the 
most important aspect of their work _had 
been concerned with the preparations for 
taking over the registration of apprentices 
from the Building Apprenticeship and Train- 
ing Council. “ The date fixed for the change 


is January 1 next, and as we have always 


claimed that we can run our own affairs 





* Mr. Robertson’s message was written before the 
announcement by Mr. Macmillan on December 16, 
— new licensing arrangements for private 
ouses. 
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more efficiently than the State we now have 
a good opportunity to prove it. I earnestly 
appeal, therefore, both to you and your 
regional and local association officers to go 
all out to make the scheme we have decided 
upon work with the utmost smoothness and 
efficiency from the very first day of its in- 
ception. ... 


“Meantime, the recruitment of young 
apprentices continues. We have been 
making sound progress and the initiation 
during the year of our comprehensive 
scheme for the award of prizes and scholar- 
ships has done much to help; but here again 
it is with the local associations that the real 
effort begins and ends, and it is to them we 
must continue to look if the industry is to be 
assured of adequate numbers of craftsmen 
in the years to come.” 


Building Costs 

On building costs, Mr. Robertson says: 
“During 1952 there has been a noticeable 
improvement in productivity on the sites 
and it is only fair that this should be 
acknowledged. On the other hand, in 
February next the industry will be paying 
another 2d. an hour under the sliding-scale 
agreement and in April will have to find the 
additional contributions for the extra week’s 
holiday with pay granted by the Industrial 
Disputes Tribunal a month or two back. 
These items will cost the industry another 
£20m. and £7m. or so a year respectively 
and the public will be anxious to know what 
we are going to do to prevent these added 
commitments increasing still further the 
already high cost of building. . . . The public, 
drawing their own conclusions from what 
they see, will not willingly submit to these 
additional charges without some evidence 
that a determined effort is being made by 
all concerned to keep the cost of our ser- 
vices down. Employers recognise this, but 
unless more operatives do so the outcome 
can only mean widespread unemployment 
through the refusal of building owners to 
put work in hand. The situation is not 
helped by the operatives’ submission of a 
claim for another 6d. an hour on the basic 
wage .. . this is entirely out of line with 
recent pay awards in other industries and 
this will be a vital point to be borne in 
mind by the employer members of the 
N.J.C. when the claim comes before that 
body next month. ; 


“TI suggest, therefore, that our tasks for 
1953 are clear. By efficient job organisation, 
the use of mechanical equipment wherever 
possible, bonusing and even better output, 
we must strive to reduce building costs with- 
out impairing the quality o our service. We 
must continue to urge greater freedom for 
builders from licences and controls and to 
press strongly for more and more materials. 
At the same time, we must conserve the 
materials we do get and encourage the co- 
operation of our men in eliminating waste. 
. - . Once again, I wish you and all my 
friends in your Region a successful] New 
Year.”

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LAW REPORT 


Appeal Against Builders Succeeds : 
Premises “ Not a Shop” 
Court OF APPEAL: BEFORE LorDs JUSTICES 
SOMERVELL, JENKINS AND HODSON. 
Ve-ri-Best Manufacturing Co, v. M. and F. 
Frawley, Ltd. 


A DECISION that premises occupied by 

builders and decorators were not a 
shop within the meaning of the Leasehold 
Property (Temporary Provisions) Act was 
given by the Court of Appeal on Decem- 
ber 17. 

The court allowed an appeal by the 
Ve-ri-Best Manufacturing Co., Ltd., of Park 
Lodge, Park-close, Knightsbridge, S.W., 
against the order of Judge Blagden at West- 
minster County Court granting M. and F. 
Frawley, Ltd., builders, of 21, Lawrence- 
place, London, W.C., one year’s extension of 
their lease. The judge had held that the 
business of M. and F. Frawley, Ltd., was 
a retail one. 

Lord Justice Somervell said that the answer 
to the applicatiofi for a new tenancy in this 
case was that the premises were not a shop. 
There was displayed at the premises a notice 
“ Builders’ material supplied by retail,” but 
the applicants did not suggest that the sale 
of building materials to the public was a 
substantial part of their business. If the 
issue whether the premises were a shop 
depended on that activity it could not be 
said that the premises were used wholly or 
mainly for that particular trade activity. “I 
have come to a different conclusion from 
that of the judge,” said Lord. Justice 
Somervell, “ and I would allow the appeal.” 

Lord Justice Jenkins said that a shop was 
defined in the Act as “premises occupied 
wholly or mainly for a retail trade or busi- 
ness.” The question was whether carrying 
on a builders’ and decorators’ business, where 
the work was done on sites or in houses 
where the applicants’ services were required, 
was a retail trade. 

“It seems to me,” said his lordship, “ that 
the word ‘retail’ does demand that the 
services rendered should be performed in 
circumstances similar to those in which retail 
trade is normally carried on—that is, a busi- 
ness carried on in a shop.” 

Lord Justice Hodson said that the word 
“ retail ” suggested the sale of goods rather 
than services.

Freedom for Private Builders

Mr. MAcMILLAN, the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, said that the suc- 
cess of the Government’s housing policy in 


terms of houses completed, started, and 
under constructon in 1952, made possible a 
further step forward. The Government 
had always been anxious for private enter- 
prise to supplement and support building by 
the local authorities. Accordingly, from 
January 1, 1953, it was intended to allow any 
individual to build a house subject to plan- 
ning permission and byelaw consent, so long 
as it was of not more than 1,000 square feet 
and did not consume more than the appro- 
priate quantity of softwood timber. Subject 
to the same conditions, builders would be 
permitted to build up to 12 houses at a 
time. Local authorities were being asked to 
issue licences automatically to both these 
classes of applicant. Arrangements were 
being made, through the regional officers, to 
secure that the flow of private house-building 
did not prejudice the claim of houses for let- 
ting on the labour and materials available. 

Mr. Woopsurn asked whether the 
Minister was speaking for Scotland. Was 
the real reason for his statement the fact 
that in some districts 90 percent. of the 
licences issued for private house-building 
had been returned? 

Mr. MAcMILLAN said that, broadly speak- 
ing, there would be the same situation in 
Scotland. The figure of 90 per cent. was not 
correct. The reason the Government were 
making this step forward was that the build- 
ing of houses for letting had so far exceeded 
anticipations and the provision for the 
future, that they were able to make that 
addition to-day. 

Mr. STEWARD asked if the Minister could 
give an estimate for the United Kingdom for 
the current year of the number of houses 
built for letting and sale, respectively. 

Mr. MACMILLAN: We have, of course, 
only reached 11 months, but I think that on 
the basis of the 11 months the completion 
for this year will probably be of the order 
of 235,000 against 195,000 in 1951. With 
regard to houses for letting, I hope that 
there will be built something of the order of 
202,000; that is, an increase of 29,000 over 
the year 1951. 

Mr. Stokes asked if the Minister was 
aware that the figure of 235,000 was precisely 
the figure which Mr. Bevan and he calcu- 
lated they could build in 1952. 

Mr. MACMILLAN: Then I wish I could 
confidently ask the Rt. Hon, Gentleman to 
share my pleasure! 

Mr. Gower asked whether the Minister 
could give an estimate of the number of 
houses which were actually now under con- 
struction and the comparable figure for this 
time last year. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said at the moment there 
were about 275,000 houses under construc- 
tion, and, therefore, hon. members would, 
perhaps, draw their own conclusions as to 
the likelihood of a good result next year if 
the weather was not too unfavourable. 

Miss Jennie Lee asked if the Minister 
was aware that in her constituency, which 
was a typical industrial constituency, not a 
single citizen whose needs were anything like 
justified was prevented from building a house 
under the four to one rule. Was he aware 


that his statement constituted a backward 
and not a forward step, because it once more 
asserted the Tory policy that hard-working 
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miners and agricultural workers must stand 
back while people whose needs were less 
urgent were served? 

Mr. MACMILLAN said he was sorry that 
good news caused trouble. They had had 
the four to one rule, the one to one rule, and 
now they had the complete freedom rule, so 
exactly the same conditions existed. But 
what was new was that they would build 
30,000 more houses to let this year than 
were built by the last administration, and 
next year they would build another 30,000 
on top of that. 


Mr. HERBERT Morrison asked if they 
were to understand that there was: now com- 
plete freedom for local authorities or private 
enterprise to build as many houses as they 
liked. Was the Minister aware that this 
might well damage the quotas of houses that 
could be built by local authorities for let- 
ting, and, secondly, was this lifting of all 
control on house-building something which 
might prejudice the building of factories 
which were vital for our economic recovery, 
and the building and repairing of hospitals 
and schools? 

Mr. MACMILLAN said it was not proposed 
to abolish the licensing system. It was 
proposed to keep it, because they must con- 
trol timber and other precious materials. 
What they proposed to do was to exercise 
control through the regional system, as, 
indeed, he had done during the year. They 
had abandoned broadly the yearly alloca- 
tion. They had worked on an instalment to 
each region according to the labour and 
materials available. Through that system 
they would be able to protect to the full the 
council programme on which they must rely 
for by far the greatest proportion of the 
contribution, They would see that the 
licensing of the private flow was kept in 
such a way that each region would work 
harmoniously within the general plan. 

Mr. Morrison: But did not the Minister 
refer to the automatic granting of licences, 
and, in view of what he has just said, may 
we take it that a local authority is free to 
build as many houses as it likes and attract 
the appropriate Government grant? 

Mr. MACMILLAN replied in the negative. 
He said that these arrangements were being 
made through the regional officers to ensure 
that the flow of private house-building- did 
not prejudice the claim on labour and 
materials available for the construction of 
houses .for letting. (Opposition cries of 
“How? ”) He thought it would be found 
that they would do that all right. 

Mr.. HARMAR NICHOLLS said that all who 
wished to help in meeting the housing 
shortage would find the Minister’s announce- 
ment both helpful and timely. To meet any 
apprehension, could he say in more detail 
what would be the position of houses of 
more than 1,000 square feet? 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that applications for 
licences to build houses between 1,000 and 
1,500 square feet would be considered on 
their merits by the local authority. 

Mr. BoTTomLEY asked if the Minister was 
aware that the Economic Commission for 
Europe stated that the United Kingdom were 
only building more houses at the expense -of 
factories, schools and hospitals, and that 
brought misery to millions of people. 

Mr. MACMILLAN Said that although he was 
a very early member of the European Move- 
ment, he was the responsible Minister in the 
British Government for housing, and he did 
not accept all the statements that were made 
by commissions which represented not only 
Western Europe but Europe from the other 
side of the Iron Curtain. 
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Mr. Emrys HuGues asked for a statement 
from the Secretary of State for Scotland. 

Mr. JAMES StuaRT said that he had no 
statement to make at the moment because 
he did not see any necessity to be dragged 
along at the ¢oat tails of England! 
Housing Regulations 

On December i$ Mr. ALBERT Evans 
asked the Minister of Housing and Local 


Government what steps he had taken to 
ensure that the regulations prescribed by him 


under Section 5 of the Housing Act, 1936, > 


Telating to houses unfit for human habitation, 
were now being complied with, and the 
records kept up to date. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said he was asking all 
local authorities to submit returns after the 
end of the year, as they were required to 
do before 1939. The requirement was 
dropped during the war, but many local 
authorities had continued to supply the 
information. 


Average House Costs 

On December 16 Mr. Bossom asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
if he would give an estimate of the difference 
in cost of a typical council three-bedroom 
house built on suitable bombed sites in cities. 
and towns, compared with one built on now 
open agricultural land. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that the cost of the 
actual building would be practically the 
same. But a suitable bombed site would 
presumably already be provided with roads, 
sewers and other services, and the saving 
on these might amount to £150 a house or 
more. On the other hand, rural land cost 
on average not more than £20 a house, 
whereas urban land might cost a very great 
deal more. 

In reply to a further question by Mr. 
Bossom, Mr. MACMILLAN said that he had 
no evidence that local authorities generally 
were failing to use suitable bombed sites for 
housing. 

Requisitioned Property 

On December 16, in reply to Mr. 
Beswick, Mr. MACMILLAN, the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, said that 
according to the returns furnished by local 
authorities the estimated cost to the Ex- 
chequer of requisitioned properties held by 
local authorities in England and Wales for 
housing purposes for the 12 months ended 
September 30, 1952, was approximately 
£5,480,000. 


Survey of Waste Land 


On December 16 Mr. VANE asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
what was the approximate area of industrial 
waste land and other derelict sites in Eng- 
land and Wales; and to what extent a survey 
had been made, county by county, to find 
out how far they could be improved, levelled 
or used for housing sites or other purposes 
and to save the heavy claims on agricul- 
tural land. 

Mr. MACMILLAN said that as regards the 
first part of the question he had not yet 
enough information to justify giving an 
estimate. Planning authorities had _sur- 
veyed their areas in connection with their 
development plans and were recording the 
main areas of derelict land. Use would be 
made of this land where it was reasonably 
practicable to reclaim it. 


Factory Buildings 
On December 16 Mr. FREDERICK WILLEY 

asked the President of the Board of Trade 

if he would state the number of new factory 
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buildings under construction in the develop- 
ment areas at the latest available date; and 
the number on the corresponding date last 
ear. 

’ Mr. HENRY STRAUSS said that the informa- 
tion was only available for buildings over 
5,000 sq. ft.; the total number of these under 
construction in the Development Areas 
(both new factories and extensions) was 270 
at October 31, 1952, and 314 a year earlier, 
but the area under construction was nearly 
4m. sq. ft. more this year than last. 


Horseferry Road Site 


On December 16 Mr. VANE asked the 
Minister of Works what was to be the cost 
of developing the site on the corner of 
Horseferry-road and Marsham-street, West- 
minster; when the decision was taken to 
acquire this site and build offices; and when 
the building would be ready for occupation. 

Mr. Ecctes said that the previous Gov- 
ernment decided in 1946 to acquire the site 
bounded by Horseferry-road, Monck-street, 
Great Peter-street and Marsham-street for 
the erection of Government offices The cost 
of the first section of the office building, to 
be erected on the part of the site nearer 
Horseferry-road, which had been acquired 
and cleared, is provisionally estimated at 
£1,800,000. Work on the basement was 
proceeding, but in view of the economic 
situation he-could not say when it would be 
possible to build the superstructure. 


Registration of Apprentices 


On December 16 Mr. JoHN Hay asked 
the Minister of Works what changes were 
contemplated in the registration of appren- 
tices in the building industry. 

Mr. Eccies: Since the National Joint 
Council for the building industry put into 
operation a National Apprenticeship 
Scheme in November, 1945, indentured 
apprentices have been registered with the 
Building Apprenticeship and _ Training 
Council. The time has now arrived when 
the industry is able to undertake this work, 
and from January 1, 1953, all new appren- 
tices will be registered with the National 
Joint Apprenticeship Board. Apprentices 
now registered with the Building Apprentice- 
ship and Training Council will, under the 
new arrangements, be given the option of 
transferring to the Industry’s Registration 
Scheme. The Building Apprenticeship and 
Training Council will continue its advisory 
work, and I take this opportunity of thank- 
ing the council and its chairman, Sir George 
Gater, for their valuable work over a 
number of years. An adequate intake of 
apprentices and the furtherance of the 
opportunities for higher education, particu- 
larly by the award of scholarships, are two 
of the most important matters which the 
council will still keep under review. 


Letting Agencies 

On December 16 SIR GEOFFREY HUTCHIN- 
SON asked leave to introduce the Accom- 
modation Agencies’ Bill, to prohibit the 
taking of certain commissions in dealing 
with persons seeking houses or flats to let, 
and the unauthorised advertisement for let- 
ting of houses and flats. He explained that 
the purpose of the Bill was to deal more 
effectively than was possible to-day under the 
existing law with certain persons who were 
conducting what appeared to be a very 
unwholesome type of estate agency business. 

After a detailed explanation of the pur- 


poses of the Bill by SiR GEOFFREY HUTCHIN- . 


SON, leave was granted, and the Bill was 
brought in and read a first time. 
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Effect of Detergents 


On December 9 SiR HERBERT WILLIAMS 
asked the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government if he would arrange for a 
scientific inquiry as to the effect of certain 
detergents in corroding the metals used in 
sanitary fittings. 

Replying, Mr. MARPLES said the Minister 
was looking into this matter. 


War Destroyed Premises 

On December 9 Mr. Awsery asked the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
if he was aware that owners of houses and 
premises destroyed by enemy action were 
still forced to maintain safety and health 
standards of the derelict premises and to pay 
ground rent although unable to use the land; 
and if he would take steps to release these 
people from this obligation. 

Mr. MarpPLeEs, in reply, said that the 
Minister could not relieve the owners of 
war-damaged premises from their statutory 
responsibilities for preventing danger or 
nuisance to the public. With regard to the 
payment of ground rent, he would refer Mr. 
Awbery to the provisions of the Landlord 
ped Tenant (War Damage) Acts, 1939 and 
1941. 


Higher Licence-free Limit 


On December 9 Mr. HowarpD JOHNSON 
asked the Minister of Works whether he 
would take steps to include hotels in the 
higher licence-free limit as industrial build- 
ings, so that hotel proprietors might expend 
on repairs and decoration, in time for the 
Coronation, sums of up to £2,000 per anuum 
without licence. 

Mr., EccLtes said he regretted that in 
present circumstances he could not extend 
to hotels the higher free limit which he 
announced on November 18. ‘Licences for 
essential repairs above the free limit were 
granted freely by his: Department. 


Albert Memorial 


On December 9 Mr. CHARLES ORR- 
Ewinc asked the Minister of Works why 
there were railings around the Albert 
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Memorial to prevent children entering and 
playing round this memorial as they used to 
prior to 1939; and if he would arrange that 
this restriction be also abolished. 

Mr. Eccies said that the railings were 
an integral part of the Memorial. Until 
war damage repairs could be completed the 
gates were being kept closed to protect the 
public against the possibility of injury from 
falling fragments. The remaining repairs 
would be carried out when resources could 
be made available and the gates would then 
be reopened. 


Plywood Imports 

On December 9 Mr. NABARRO asked the 
Minister of Materials what quantities of 
Scandinavian plywood he proposed to 
license for private import into the United 
Kingdom during six months ending June 30, 
1953; how this figure compared with the six 
months ending December 31, 1952; when 
private importers were to be told their quota 
levels for the six months ending June 30, 
1953; and why the announcement had been 
so long delayed. 

Sir ARTHUR SALTER said that private im- 
porters would be free to choose for 1953 
between a number of countries, including 
Scandinavia; the second part of the question 
did not, therefore, arise. He hoped private 
importers would know within a fortnight of 
the precise arrangements for 1953 imports of 
plywood. He regretted the delay, but it was 
desirable to spend time in getting the best 
arrangements acceptable to all interested 
parties in this country. 


Development Charges 


On December 16 Mr. FoL.ick asked the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer if he would 
arrange for some part of the £300m. 
assigned for compensation in development 
charges to be used for repayment to people 
who had already paid their development 
charge on a private house that they had 
built for their own occupation. 

Mr. BuTLeR said he would not. The 
Government did not propose to repay 
development charges as such, but if a 
person who had paid charge held an ad- 
mitted claim on the £300m., he would be 
paid up to the amount of the charge with 
interest, provided that that did not exceed 
the claim. If he did not hold a claim, there 
might, in certain circumstances, be a balance 
due to him after the holder of the claim 
had been satisfied. 


The Planning Bill 


The Town and Country Planning Bill was 
considered by standing committee A of the 
House of Commons on December 16 and 
17. The committee stage lasted only those 
two days. 

On Clause 1 (Abolition of Development 
Charges) Mr. Hay moved amendments in 
order to obtain a general discussion on the 
purposes for dealing with transitional cases. 

After a brief debate, MR. MACMILLAN, in 
reply, said that the Government had decided, 
with the approval of Parliament, to abolish 
the development charge as from a certain 
date. Then came the problem of how to 
draw the line. First, it must be as clear 
and inescapable in its effects and as near 
equitable as it was possible to make it. The 
line on which the Ministry had decided was 
the charge should be levied on work in 
respect of which an application or deter- 
mination had been made. If they tried to 
split up what was really a whole operation 
—whether it be a house or a whole estate— 
into little bits and pieces they would be 
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led into very great difficulties. A building 
which was half completed on the vital date 
must’ be wholly free or wholly liable to 
charge. It would be impossible to apportion 
the charge paid as between the parts already 
completed and the parts which remained to 
be built. In some cases it would mean 
apportioning the charge as between the walls 
which had already been built and the roof 
which was to be added. Even in the case 
of a half-completed building estate it would 
be difficult to make such an apportionment 
because the roads and services, which were, 
perhaps, the most expensive items in some 
respects, were likely to have been provided 
in advance for the whole estate. No one 
could say with confidence how much of the 
charge was properly attributable to the 
houses remaining to be built. What he had 
really sought to do all through this scheme 
was to get something clear and simple which 
people could understand and which would 
work and get rid of a great deal of 
uncertainty and jack of clear definition. 
What they were doing was to take the unit 
which the developer had taken. Their purpose 
was to prevent development charge acting 
as a clog and drag on development. In this 
case it would not, because the developer had, 
in fact, developed or asked to develop and 
they had taken the unit which he himself 
had chosen. That avoided all the trouble 
of appointment. 

He would move later an amendment by 
which he sought to ensure that where the 
Central Land Board assessed the charge on 
a smaller unit than that covered by the appli- 
cation, the liability to development charge 
would be limited accordingly. That would 
look after cases where development was 
spread over a very long period. Nearly all 
the big development which had occurred in 
the last six years had been in large units, 
and, so far as housing was concerned, it 
had been carried out almost entirely by 
local authorities who had had the advantage 
of having bought at the present use value. 
They would not suffer over this because the 
Exchequer proposed to meet the claim where 
the authority had paid charge. With regard 
to large private developers, he was afraid 
there had not been a great many of them 
since the war, but even so they probably 
bought their land at a price which was 
reduced by this whole scheme of develop- 
ment charge, and in many instances they 
held the claim. So they would be all right. 
Next they came to those who had built on 
land which was ripe or near ripe—and prob- 
ably a limited amount of private building 
since the war had been on that kind of land. 
They had not put down any money, although 
they had been assessed tc charge, because 
the offset scheme had been operated by 
which claim and charge had been regarded 
as balanced. There remained the small per- 
son, but he did not build ten houses. He 
built one house, and so he would not be 
much helped by this concession. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

Mr. MACMILLAN then moved the amend- 
ment to which he had referred, and it was 
agreed to. 

In reply to a further amendment moved 
by Mr. Hay and also withdrawn, Mr. Mac- 
MILLAN said he accepted the principle that 
where a house or building was an agricul- 
tural cottage the development charge should 
be postponed, and he promised to consider 
whether it was better to deal with it in the 
present Bill or in the long-term Bill. 

On another amendment, MR. MACMILLAN 
said it was feared by many that preliminary 
demolition would. establish liability ito 
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development charges in cases where the work 
of construction had begun. He gave an 
assurance that those fears were groundless 
and the amendment was withdrawn. 

The committee stage was completed. 


PLANT MAINTENANCE 
Productivity Team’s Report 
IHE British Productivity Council (for- 
merly Anglo-American Council on 
Productivity: U.K. Section) published on 
December 22 the report of the specialist 
team on “Plant Maintenance,” which 
visited the U.S.A. at the beginning of this 
year under the auspices of the Council and 
the sponsorship of the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration (now Mutual Security 
Agency). In effect, the Team presents 
management and technicians with a com- 
prehensive code of maintenance, based on 
the best features in both U.K. and U.S. ex- 
perience and designed to be equally 
applicable in either country. 

Two main points of maintenance technical 
policy were most noticeable during the 
Team’s visit to the U.S., namely, the provi- 
sion of adequate maintenance workshops, 
and of labour-saving devices in the form of 
mechanical handling equipment and mech- 
anised transport. In regard to the latter, 
the Team would suggest that industrial 
managements in the U.K. would do well to 
satisfy themselves that the maximum benefit 
is being obtained from existing labour- 
saving equipment, and that they should in- 
vestigate the more adequate provision of 
such equipment, whose economical justifica- 
tion is frequently underestimated. 

In its Report the Team deals in some 
detail with the advantages to be gained in 
the design of new plant for ease of main- 
tenance, and the control of process opera- 
tions in existing plants to reduce the 
incidence of maintenance work to the 
minimum. This again necessitates close 
collaboration between the maintenance 
engineer and the designer of the plant on 
the one hand, and the maintenance engineer 
and production manager on the other. Only 
if the maintenance engineer’s position in the 
organisation is properly established will this 
collaboration be fully effective, states the 
report.

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FACTORY LIGHTING 
Some Principles Explained 


"THE development of light sources and 
fittings during the last ten years or so 
was reviewed by Mr. T. S. JoNES, when he 
gave a paper on the “ Principles of Factory 
Lighting” at a meeting of the Illuminating 
Engineering Society, held in London. 
During this period, he said, the need for 
an appreciation of the visual task had been 
accepted, and the work of H. C. Weston had 
resulted in the LE.S. Code, which gave 
recommended values of illumination for 
different tasks based upon a study of the 
visual factors involved in the performance 
of those tasks. 


Work had also been carried out on the 
effects of source brightness and size; the 
avoidance of direct glare was accepted as an 
elementary principle, and the desirability of 
avoiding reflected glare was also taken into 
consideration by the lighting engineer. The 
use of colour in factories was another matter 
of which the lighting engineer had to take 
note. 

The successful design of an industrial light- 
ing installation, said Mr. Jones, was based 
on common sense, trained observation and 
a knowledge of the performance of available 
equipment. The wide range of lamps and 
fittings now available would seem to be sufli- 
cient for any factory lighting installation. 


In another paper on “Blended Light,” 
Mr. S. ANDERSON said that with the intro- 
duction of the high-pressure mercury vapour 
discharge lamp, industrial users found that 
the addition of a few of these lamps to their 
tungsten lamp installations brought about a 
new vitality to their artificial lighting and 
gave an increased illumination more econo- 
mically than would otherwise be possible. 
Mercury lamps on their own had the disad- 
vantage of poor colour rendering, but com- 
bined with tungsten lamps better colour ren- 
dering and high efficiency could be obtained. 

The blend should be reasonably uniform 
over the working areas involved; this raised 
a problem in the design and location of 
lighting units. The design of a fitting to give 
similar distribution of light from two 
separate sources of widely differing form was 
not easy when individual reflectors were 
used, and virtually impossible if a single 
reflector was used. 

The M.A.T. and M.B.T. range of lamps, 
said Mr. Anderson, embodied the mercury 
and tungsten sources in one envelope and 
provided blended light in a neat and compact 
form for housing in one reflector. Where 
separate lamps were used, each might be 
housed in a reflector of the normal dispersive 
type, and the distributions obtained were 
sufficiently similar to avoid noticeable varia- 
tion in colour over the working plane when 
the reflectors were mounted in pairs or 
groups at each lighting point. 

The best proportion of light from the two 
sources depended on a variety of factors. 
If equal flux was provided from each type 
of source, the blend had a red ratio of about 
13 per cent. with a combined efficiency of 
about 24 Im/w. If equal power was em- 
ployed, the red ratio was reduced but the 
efficiency was slightly higher. 

Though blended light was not used very 
widely in industry at present, it offered 
advantages, particularly where the mounting 
height was great.

Tyre-testing House 

There are several novel points about the 
test house just completed at Fort Dunlop to 
hold the machine for testing jet aircraft 
tyres up to 300 miles an hour. Its floor 
area is 950 sq. feet, and because of the 
vibration during a test the engine bed is on 
a concrete foundation 9 ft. 6in. deep. The 
walls of the main section are of reinforced 
brickwork 134 in. thick, with a reinforced 
concrete roof slab 8 in. thick. The observa- 
tion window, made of two sheets of 
armoured plate glass set in steel framework, 
are 1 in. and 3 in. thick. During a test, the 
two large roller shutters, 11 ft. 6 in. high and 
22 ft. long, are opened along almost the 
entire length of the side walls to dissipate 
the effect of blast. From floor to ceiling a 
4-in. grommet torpedo netting surrounds the 
tyre mountings on the test machine to pro- 
tect the engine and those who work it. The 
test house took only ten weeks to build. 
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Price Reductions 


The entire range of plant manufactured 
by Dixon Hawkesworth, Ltd., of Middleton, 
Lancs, which comprises concrete mixers in 
5/34 and 7/5 capacities, sludge pumps, 
mobile saw benches, and asphalt mixers, has 
recently been reduced in price. This is 
coupled with the appointment of Buckton, 
Ltd., of Ashton-under-Lyne, as their main 
distributors in the U.K. and Eire.

Electrical Association’s Plans 


Tue National Federated Electrical Asso- 
ciation has announced arrangements which 
will apply in respect of Christmas and New 
Year holidays, in accordance with the in- 
dustry’s paid holidays agreement. 

Christmas day comprises a paid holiday 
in all areas of the country. Operatives not 
called upon to work and who qualify will 
be entitled to the wages of a normal work- 
ing day. Those who work will be entitled 
to double time and a day off in lieu for 
which they shall be paid wages at bare-time 
rates for the hours constituting a normal 
working day. 

Boxing day comprises a paid holiday in 
all areas of the country, with the exception 
of Bolton. Operatives called upon to work 
will be entitled to wages at time-and-a-half 
plus a day off in lieu, for which they shall 
be paid wages at bare-time rates, or, at the 
discretion of the employer, two-and-a-half 
times bare-time rates, in which case no 
alternative day shall be given. 

New Year’s day comprises an ordinary 
working day throughout the country with the 
exception of Blackburn and Bolton, Lancs, 
in which towns it comprises a paid holiday.

Total supplies in- 
creased from 54,000 tons in Period I to 
70,000 tons in Period II and to 77,000 tons 
in Period III, which will be maintained in 
the current period. 
Helping the Blind 

To-day hundreds of war-blinded men are 
engaged in various types of industry, 
ranging from repetitive assembly work to 
operating lathes, drills, presses and all 
manner of semi-automatic machines. Their 
work is not only comparable to that of a 
sighted colleague, but in several cases the 
output is greater. These men are the pro- 
ducts of St. Dunstan’s, whose 37th Annual 
Report, which has recently been issued, con- 
tains an account of the development of the 
training and assistance offered by this 
organisation to those who are blind. 


Trees For Our Towns 

A booklet, entitled “Trees For Our 
Towns,” by W. Barbara Ackworth, M.A., 
L.R.I.B.A., has just been published by the 
Metropolitan Public Gardens Association. 
This booklet contains much useful informa- 
tion of interest to local authorities and 
others on such aspects as the planting and 
care of trees and tree preservation orders. 
It also contains lists of recommended trees 
and these lists have been divided according 
to the suitability of a given tree for a 
particular type of site. 


Aluminium Architecture 

Plans were announced in New York, on 
December 18, for the erection in Park-avenue 
of a 26-storey office building sheathed with 
aluminium. There is said to be only one 
other building so sheathed in the country, 
a 30-storey building of the Aluminium 
Company of America now being completed 
in Pittsburgh. The sheets of aluminium 
which will cover the building on three sides, 
are to be 20 ft. long, 44 ft. wide, and about 
one-tenth of an inch thick. The surface of 
the sheets will be treated to reduce their 
brilliance, but each window will be banded 
with 2 in.-wide strips of the metal left 
shining. ~ 
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OVERSEAS BUILDING

Gold Coast.—Construction of the new 
legislative building, for which plans have 
been prepared by Mr. A. G. Paton, 
L.R.LB.A., the Public Works Department 
Architect, will begin, it is estimated, next 
May and should be completed about two 
years later. The assembly building will cost 
approximately £500,000. Construction of the 
rest of the government central area, in- 
cluding central offices, which are to be 
erected with the legislative buildings as the 
central pivot, is to be deferred until funds 
are available.
